Sir George 
contended that the House should have tabulat- 
ed statistics of crime in Ireland, and that to 
mention one crime here and another crime there 
‘was not sufficient to justify such action as the 
Government were now taking against the whole 
Trish people. He denied that the general opera- 
tions of the Irish National League increased 
crime in freland or led to the general non-pay- 
mentofrent. The League existed everywhere 
in Ireland, and everywhere agrarian crime was 


infinitesimal. Where landlords in Ireland made 
reductions like those made by landlordsin Great 
Britain they got their rents as easily as English 
landlords. When the speaker went to Ireland 
as Chief Secretary under the late Government it 
Was with a resolution to wage war against 
crime and against that only, and he maintained 
4 that policy on the whole. ‘‘Let the House un- 
derstand,” he continued, “thatif the proclama- 
tion of the League is sanctioned, every Irishman 
belonging to the League who will not leave it at 
the command of the Government will be liable 
to be punished as a commoncriminal. And that 
lability will not depend on any judicial proceed- 
ing worthy of the name.” In conclusion, he 
complained that the statements made by Mr. 
Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, and only 
given out last night, left no time for the exam- 
ination of their character. Mr. Balfour had pre- 
sented a series of alleged facts in justification of 
the Governwent’s action. These allegations the

There were 32 of them and they looked for all 
the world like the “original cranks” who had 
just been passed upon. 

But this was not all. A delegate who,would 
have served nicely fora bag such asis used in

He was Joe Hess, of Rochester, a reformed 
pugilist, whose once shapely form was thus pay- 
ing a heavy penalty for its devotion to prohibi- 
tion. He wanted those delegates up who were 
retired and reformed saloon keepers. His chair 
groaned underthree hundred weight as he set 
the exahiple. Some distante away a young 
man who once might have compounded cocktails 
in Broadway, he wore such a knowing air, got 
up, and back in the rear of the rink an elderly 
gentieman in sombre black, whose subdued ap- 
pearance suggested familiarity with a littié 
game in the rear of the shop, presented himself 
to view. It is needless to remark that all threes 
até now zealously engaged in the crusadé 
against their old friend in the black bottle. 


The Rev. I. K. Funk said they had a colorea 
friend with them to whom they ought to listen. 
Thomas T, Fortune, editor of the Freeman, was 
accordingly called to the placform, where he 
made a clever little speech regarding the at- 
titude of the politicians toward the colored 
race. He assured the convettion that there 
were thousands of men of his race who were 
standing on the very edge of party fealty to the 
politicians who addressed them as “ colored 
men” and whose only purpose was to secure 
their votes. He had had the honor, he said, of 
helping to organize the first temperance organh- 
ization in Florida, in the City of Jacksonville, 
The temperance organizations were now spring- 
ing up all over that State and they actually had 
theimpudence to assemble in convention and 
nominate a ticket for every office from that of 
Governor down to the spittuon cleaner. 

The extraction of funds from the farmers’ 
pockets and their addition to. the common ex- 
chequer was undertaken by Edwin P. Ide, of 
Brooklyn; His jolly face lit up the convention 
like a flood of sunlight. He talked with wofder- 
ful rapidity and was as persuasive as a Yankee 
peddler. The farmers present got excited and 
gave with great prodigalify. All the funds are 
to be applied to the work performed by the 
State Committee. Mr. Ide called first for five- 
hundred doliar subscribers, just to make certain 
that nobody of that denomination was in the 
hall. Then he dropped successively to $200, 
$100, $50, and $25 bids. The lst of $200 sub- 
scriptions contained tlie naines of Henty J, Dem- 
orest, of New-York’s fashion magazine; H. Clay 
Bascom and Justus Miller, of Troy, andN. P. 
Powers, of Lansingburg. The $100 subseribers 
were W.W. Smith, of Poughkeepsie; W. T. Ward- 
well, of Brooklyn; Horace Wgters, of New-York, 
the Voice (Prohibition orgai,) and Dr. W. E. 
Dillon, of William’s Bridge, Westchester County, 
The $50 contributors were Morris H. Smith, of 
Brooklyn; John C. Rose, of Newburg; Edwin 
P. Ide,of Brooklyn; Young Stephen Meriitt, of 
New-York, and E. D. Garnsey, of New-York. 
The twenty-five-dollar list contained the names 
of John R. Piercy, of Chatham, Columbia Coun- 
ty; Prof. A. A, Hopkins, of Rochester; Philo W. 
Schofield and B. J. Warner, of Brooklyn; Homer 
Rheubottom, of Weedsport, Cayuga Cotnty; 
Joseph Hess, (the reformed wugilist,) of Roches- 
ter; ‘“‘a modest man,” who proved to be James 
Morton, of Brooklyn; Charles W. Maniere, of 
New-York; George R. Tremper, Of Kings 
Bridge; Dr. Huntington, of Olean; Gen. Riley, 
of Rochester; ‘‘a lady from Brooklyn,’ and ex- 
Railroad Commissioner John O'Donnell.

Mossback the Schokari, slowest county in the 
State had stepped around the cornerin the per- 
son ofits delegate and therefore is not to be 
found on the list. The Prohibition Finance Com- 
ibittee does not do its work by halves. It now 
sent around delegates the linings of whose hats 
could be trusted and the audience was drained 
of its silver dollars and halves and quarters and 
dimes. Mr. Ide beamed upon the convention 
once more. “ Two years ago, at our State Con- 
vention,’ said he, “we raised the sum of 
$4,200. Our contributions this year amount 
to $5,616 65.” The New-Yorkers and a few 
others increased their subscriptions at the after- 
noon session s0 that the total collection 
amounted to $5,800 in round figures. 


The work of the Committee on Platform was 
subinitted by the Rev. Mr. Coit. It was distinct- 
Yreadaud every proposition contained in it 
was submitted to a vote of the convention. Its 
sonsideration occupied the greater part of the 
afternoon session and at one time threatened to 
deluge the gathering with proposed additions 
which were really in the nature of crank utter- 
ances unadulterated. The good sense of the ma- 
jority, however, prevailed, and these ‘“ im- 
provements” were swept aside. A clause in 
the omnibus plank (the eighth) caliing for the 
Governmental establishment of postal savings 
battkg and telegraphs was rudely kicked out, 
aud80 was another demanding a reduction in 
the legal rates of interest of 5 percent. The 
paternity of this last clause 1s admitted by ex- 
Railroad Commissioner O’Donnell. The Plat- 
form Committee voluntarily withdréw the clause 
declaring that “differences relating to the re- 
wards of labor should be settled by¥@rbitration.” 
It was stated that the reason for this was because 
the State had already established a Board of Arbi- 
tration, and the system was being tested. With 
these three exceptions the platform was adopted 
as presented by the committee. 


There was some doubt as to the policy of 
adopting the sixth plank, relating to the ballot 
for women. The Rev. Mr. Browning feared that 
they would load down the platform and, sug- 
gested that they strike out allof that plank ex- 
cept the first sentence. Judge Groo explained 
that Mrs. Burt had favored it asit stands, and as 
for the Congressional action suggested, that was 
the only way to reach the matter. Mr. Ward- 
well, of New-York, wanted a construction placed 
upon the binding force of this plank upon those 
who might sympathize with the Prohibition 
candidates and with the rest of the plat- 
form. Was the test of party fealty to be 
the indorsement of the idea of ballot for 
the women? The Rev, Mr. Coit explained the 
matter satisfactorily toeverybody. ‘If aman 
is solid on the Prohibition question, which is our 
chief question, he is all right,’ said he. ‘‘ The 
true test of party fealty is contained in the next 
plank, the seventh, relating to the extermination 
of all intoxicating beverages.” In other woras, 
the Prohibitionists recognize the rights of women 
to the ballot if Congress will give it to them. 


The clause favoring a just system of profit 
sharing between employers and employes wae 
regarded with some concern, but Judge Groo 
declared that it would in his jadgment be a great 
mistake if some such concession was not made 
to labor, and it was finally adopted. The plat- 
form entire was as follows: 


We, the Prohibitionists of New-York, through 
our representatives in convention assembled, grate- 
tul to Almighty God, the sovereign over nations 
and the guardian of the home, and looking to Him 
for guidance, hereby set forth the following declara- 
tion of principies: 

I. That government of and by and for the people 
can be permanent and fit to endure only as the peo. 
ple guard sacredly public morals and private life. 

Il. That the liquor traffic, being atoe to the indi- 
vidual citizen, a curse to the home, a burden to soci- 
ety, andacrime against God and the State, its en- 
tire prohibition is demanded by every interest of 
social and political economy. 

III. That the extinction of this traffic can never 
be secured through any system which confers license 
or levies a tax upon it. 

IV. That to vote for license or tax of the liquor 
traffic is to acceptin the name of the State a bribe 
from the State’s worst enemy, and that he who votes 
for a corrupt and corrupting system or the revenue 
it yields is as guilty of acrime against the State as 
is he who sells his vote to a corrupt candidate. 

_V. That the purity and value of the ballot demand 
disfranchisement for him who sells a vote and also 
for him who buys it. 

VI. That justice and equity alike demand that the 
ballot should be given to woman, and that we de- 
mand the submission by Congress to the several 
States of a national constitutional amendment gaar- 
anteeing her right thereto. 

VIi. That the extermination of the mannfacture, 
importation, and sale of intoxicating beverages is 
the dominant issue before citizens of both State and 
Nation ; it is therefore the only test of party fealty. 

VIII. For the wage earners we demand the prohi- 
bition of the liquor tratiic as the most important re- 
form; that the health and safety of workers in the 
eben eee of labor should be secured by law; that 

aws relating to child labor and compulsory educa- 
tion should be strietly enforced and their provisions 
extended; that a just system of profit sharing be- 
tween employers and employes should be encour- 
aged; that the establishment of co-operative 
business enterprises by laboring men be pro- 
moted by wise legislation; that equal wages 
for equal wotke be paid alike to men and wom- 
en; that we are opposed to the holding of large 
tracts of land for speculative purposes by any indi- 
vidual or corporation, and demand that the public 
lands be reserved for actual settlers; that such 
franchises as for street railroads, stage routes, fer- 
ries, and £28 companies should be disposed of to the 
individual or company that would agree to serve the 
pees at the lowest rates,and not to the highest 

idder; that all men should pay taxes on what they 
own and not upon what they owe. 

IX. And, finally, that as proofs of the subserviency 
ot the Republican and Democratic Parties to the 
rum power we cite the failure of the Republican 
Party for four consecutive years to fulfill its pledge 
to au nit to the people a constitutional amendment 
and passee by recent Legislatures of the Mandamus 
bill, the Nooney Excise bill, the Crosby High License 
bill, avowedly to popularize beer and wine, and the 
; er Tax bill, a shameless attempt to bribe citi- 
‘gen, and the Ives Pool bill, by an application of the 
eons principle, thus legalizing gambling and shar-

He is Pres- 
ident of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
ot Poughkeepsie. He was Grand Worthy Pa- 
triarch of the Sons of Temperance, and for 
many years has been active in the temperance 
cause. He has held the office of Alderman in 
tliis city, having been elected by the Repub- 
li¢an Party, of which at that time he was a mem- 
ber in good standing. 

Silas W. Mason, the candidate for Attorney- 


General, is 46 years of age, and resides 
in Westfield, Chautauqua County. He 
was formerly a Democrat, but has 
been identified with the Prohibition Party 


for six years. Two years ago he was the candi- 
date of his party for Senator against the satur- 
nine Vedder. Three years ago he led a forlorn 
hope in the Assembly race, and four years ago 
was a candidate for County Judge. 

John G. Gray, the candidate for State Enzgi- 
neer and Surveyor, is a lawyer as well asa prac- 
tical surveyor. Heis 45 years of age. Public 
Printer Benedict was his neighbor before the 
former moved to Washington. 

Mr. Mason was the Prohibitionist candidate for 
District Attorney of Ulster 16 years ago. Three 
years ago he was finally elected to the office of 
Excise Commissioner in the town of Wawarsing. 
Mr. Mason was once a Democrat and imbibed 
the principles of true Jeffersonian simplicity 
that were distilled by Editor Benedict through 
the Ellenville Journal. 

Just before the convention adjourned sine die 
Lecturer Bailey, of Connecticut, was called 
upon to give his views on the best way of 
propagating the faith. He advocated the tent 
meeting and gave some vivid experiences of 
the trip which he is now making with 
a tent through Steuben County. ‘The rotten egg 
and the rumseller are his detestation. He 
has encountered them both, and he declared 
that they were fast producing a party 
that would compel all others to stand aside. 
He had already visited 13 towns in 
Steuben County and had organized clubs with a 
membership of over 300. He intended to tra- 
verse the whole county, and he predicted that 
Steuben would cast 2,500 Prohibition votes in 
November. This prediction will sadden Sen- 
ator Fassett. Already a Republican bolt is 
threatened if he is renominated, and ex-Con- 
gressman C.C. B. Walker is ready to take the 
tield against him as the Democratic nominee. 
Mr. Bailey said that an outfit such as he uses

OUTTING FREIGHT RATES. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 26.—Rates on export 


freight froin this city and also from other West- 
ern points are getting more and more demoral- 
ized and, unless something is speedily done to 
check it, a general break in east-bounhd rates is 
probable. All sorts of ingenious schemes and 
practices are resorted to by the various roads to 
enable them to cut export rates without causing 
them demoralization in local through rates, be- 
cause, in that event, they would have to reduce 
rates to allinterlor points, which they are anx- 
ious to prevent, as the bulk of their earnings 
comes from the local business. The Nickel Plate, 
a day or two ago, wentinto the market for ex- 


port business and, it is said, gave steamship 
agents the right to quote inland rates from 
Chieago to New-York, on export business, at 15 
cents on flour and grain, and 20 cents on provis- 
ions, a cut of 10 cents from the published tariff 
rates. 

By doing this the railroad company means to 
avoid the responsibility for the cut on the 
ground that tho rate is made by the Ocean 
Steamship Company, which is not ameniable to 
the inter-State commerce law. Not only the 
Nickel Plate is practicing such discrimination 
against consumers at Eastern points, but near- 
ly all other lines are. resorting to similar prac- 
tices. The Pennsylvania recently secured 
100,000 bushels of wheat, which was taken on a 
through rate to Liverpool, ot 2219 cents, or 
less than the regular tariff rate from Chicago to 
Philadelphia. The Blue and Red Lines, operat- 
ing over the Michigan Central and Lake Shore 
Roads, respectively, are known to have con- 
tracted during the last week or two forlarge 
amounts of flour from Minneapolis to Liverpool, 
Bristol, and other points in England, at rates 
which leave only about 15 cents per 100 
pounds for the roads from Chicago to New-York. 
The railroads claim they are compelled to make 
low rates on export trattic on account of the 
great stagnation in business.

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GAMBLING FOR REVENUE 
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HOW THE RESTRAINING LAWS 
WORK IN MONTANA. 
LICENSED HELLS OF THE MINING 
TOWNS—GLIMPSES OF NIGHT LIFE 

IN HELENA. 


HELENA, Montana, Aug, 16.—One of the 
most difficult social probléms for the Rocky 
Mountain legislators to wisely regulate is gain- 
bling, Theinhabitants of the hichlands are im- 
bued with the mining spirit, and mining is ¢és- 
seutially gauibling, The difference between the 
precarious business of prospecting for gold or 
silver bearing lands and operating quartz mines 
and gambling at a faro tavle is so slight as tu b6 
a moral difference only, All intelligent men who 
live in the highlands reeognized that gambling 
was an evil as conducted in the numerous 
houses which stood in the narrow placer mining 
gulches or sprang as by the wave of & magi¢ian's 
wandinto existence in the shade cast by the 
sighing pines which stand on the flanks of lofty 
mountains where gold-bearing qttartz outcrops. 
How to control the evil was a problém that men 
had not time to solve duting the busy placer 
mining diys. 

From the discovery of Alder Gulch in 1862 to 
within a faw years the gamblers had their own 
way in Montana. All games were run openly. 
Wherever the miner’s pick uncovered golden 
gravel, or gold-bearing quartz or valuable silver 
leads, there the gamblers congregated. In log 
saloous which stood closé to creeks, and wheraé 
the flame of lamps quivered in utiison with the 
ceaseless hammering of 40, 50, or 60 stamps ris- 
ing and falling, and the roar of the stamps 
aimost drowned the voices of the hard-visaged 
gamblers and the sighs of their victims, the 
cards were pulled from the boxes day and night 
and the ribbed wheel of fortune never 
ceased to revolve. Gamblers, honest and 
dishonest, mean and generous, cowardly 
and brave,  hard-heartted and sympa 
thetic, swarmed throughout the Territory. A 


new cimp struck, sothe of thése mén appeared 
directly, and green eloths, on which were 
blazoned the faces of Kings, Queens; and Prinees 
who never reigned except in the realm of fort- 
uné, were spread and cards were shuffled and 
drawn from boxe6s, and the wages of the work- 
ing poor were won about as rapidly as they were 
earned. But such was the spirit of the mining 
age that men were careless as to how they lost 
their money. The placer mining era passed 
away in Montana, and with it disappeared tlié 
royal days of banking games. Then gamblers 
became keen to win the money that men earned 
by hard daily labor for wages. As I said, the 
placer mines were 6xhausted, miners could 
no longet go into the gravel pits of the 
vulches and wash out from $10 to $500 
per day. There was not sufficient money 
earned in the Territory to support the host of 
gamblers. The most dishonest and greedy of 
them began to use unfair means to quickly steal 
the money the foolish laboring men earned. 
“Brace,” or dishonest, games were established, 
and were openly played all over the Territory. 
Men were robbed by the use of dishonest faro 
boxes and fraudulently made mechanical de- 
vices; as aetually robbed as though the gam- 
blers had knocked them down with a club and 
rifled their pockets. Men dressed well and sup, 
ported handsome and extravagant women- 
and lived lives of ease, not to say luxury, 
whose only visible means of support 
was a leathetfn strap, or a looped cord, 
or three cards which they dexterously 
threw to the confusion of mind and _ loss 
of money to the on-lookers, Gambling in Mon- 
tana—public gambling, I mean—had a few years 
ago come to such @ pass that the terms “ gam- 
bling house” and “robbers’ lair” were synonymous 
throughout the Territory. Men became tired of 
being robbed, and it was evident that the condi- 
tion of affairs relative to gainblers could endure 
no longer. When the Territorial Legislature met 
four years ago restraining laws were enacted, 
These have been amended aua pamended, until 
they are now considered perfect. I give a 
synopsis of the law, retaining its vital and re- 
straining factors only. 

The proprietors of thé saloons or rooms where 
games of chance are played must pay to the 
county $100 per quarter, and, in addition, they 
are required to pay alicense of $40 per month 
for each faro or poker tabie maintained in their 
establishments. 

The words “Licensed Gambling Rooms,” in 
letters at least five inches long, must he blazoned 
above the entrance to the roums, and the rooms 
must be kept open to unmolested entrance and 
egress. If barred or lovked or concealed ihe 
proprietor shall be, on conviction, punished by 
being fined no less than $25 or more than $100, 
or imprisoned from one to three months in the 
county jail, or by both. 

Three-card monte, strap game, thimble rig, 
patent safe game, red and black game, percent- 
age stud poker, twenty-one, high ball, blue jay, 
chuck luck, short faro, and all dice games are pro- 
hibited. Any person who shall be convicted of 


‘maintaining any of those games, all of which are 


dishonest, shall be imprisoned in the Territorial 
penitentiary for a term not exceeding two years, 
and pay a fine not exceeding $1,000 or less than 
$100. The informer receives one-half the fine, 
thie other half goes to the county school fund of 
the county in which the offense was committed. 

Such, in brief, aré the gambling laws of Mon- 
tana. Oneof the tirst signs I saw when enter- 
ing the Territory by the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road was “ Licensed Gambling Rooms” above 
the entrance to a building in Billings. It was 8 
o’clock in the morning, and at that early hour I 
saw men entering and leaving the house. As I 
walked up and down the platform I repeated 
to myself the words, * Licensed gambling 
rooms, licensed gambling rooms,” and I walkec 
slower aud slower as [remembered the gambling 
hells which stood in Alder Gulch and Last 
Chance Gulch 20 years ago, and I wondered if 
the licensed housé was an improvement on the 
unlicensed. Entering the car in which I was 
traveling I saw an old-time acquaintance, who, 
after welcoming me, made room in his section 
for me. Promptly [ began to question him rela- 
tive to the operation of the gambling law. 

“Where are you going?’ he asked. 

“To Helena,” I replied. 

“Well, wait until you get tothat town and 
then see fer yourself. What is the use of talking 
about this law, when you can to-night see just 
how it works. Helena is wholly given over to 
the devil,” he added. “And you can see all 
kinds of rooms in that town.” 

That evening we arrived at Helena, a prosper- 
ous city of great wealth. After supper I lighted 
a cigar and walked from gambling room to gam- 
bling room. That was a week ago, and nigtitly 
since then I have frequented the gambling 
rootns and attentively watched the games, the 
gamblers, and the players. What I saw 1 tell, 
and every person who reads tbis article can 
draw his own conclusions, 

Going up Main-street from the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel, [saw on the first corner the opeti doors 
of a large saloan, above which hung a sign bear- 
ing the words, ‘‘ Liceused Gambling House.” 
llooked in, but things seemed to be dull there. 
Across Main-street and almost directly opposite 
was another gambling house. with another 
sign above its entrance. A stream of wien 
poured into this house and another stream 
poured out. Strains of alleged music drifted out 
of the opened doors, There was a cracked and 
wheezy piano, and a fiddle, also cracked and 
harsh and out of tune, and with the discord 
which was thumped and scraped out of these in- 
struments mingled the voice of Africa in a sen- 
timeutal ditty relative toa maiden and a lake 
and a@& mountain. I crossed the street 
and entered the El Dorado gambling room. 
The place was jammed with men, A men- 
daciouslegendin white letters a foot long, which 
hangs by the door, announced that Cincinnati 
lager beer was sold at the bar for five cents per 
glass. To the right as [ entered was araised 
plattorm, on which stood a battered piano and 
three chairs, The latter were occupied by a 
tiddler, and a mau whom [ hearda miner call a 
piano sharp, and a coal-black negro. The fiddler 
scraped his tiddle, the piano sharp thumped the 
piano, and the negro, with many contortions of 
his body, and queer, rotary movemeuts of his 
head, and immense spread of mouth, sang. 
The crowd of men who listened below 
smoked pipes and cheap cigars, and drank 
beer of alleged Cincinnati brewing, and 
gambled. The beer drinkers sat at several 
round tables which stood between the entrance 
and the gambling tables. They were a moiley 
crew. There in good comradeship sat Yankees, 
poor whites from Arkansas, pikes from Missouri, 
jrishmen, Cornishmen, Germans, and at the 
table nearest the wall were two black Southern 
negroes. [saw Americans slap negroes on the 
shoulder and invite them to have another beer. 
I saw Germans and Irishmen chink glasses and 
drink each other’s health. Over the drinkers 
hung the sickening odor of unclean, if not of 
diseased, men, of stale beer, and the fumes of 
poor tobacco. The men who frequented this 


saloon belonged without exception to the lower | 


orders of society. They were poorly dressed. 
Some of them were in rage. They were difty. 
Their flannel shirts were toil-stained. The eyes 
of many of them had the peculiar alcoholic stare, 
and their lower jaws drooped slightly. The 
spectacle at the entrance to the El Doradosaloon 
or gambling room was far from pleasant. 

Passed beyond the@beer drinkers, I found 
three separate crowds of men standing around 
three tables, two of which were faro tables and 
oue was devoted to stud poker. With the ex- 
ception of a bright, gentlemanly Chinaman, who 
was playing stud poker with five laboring men, 
there was not a well dressed man at either of 
the tables. The gamblers were mean looking 
and dirty. Theirlay-outs were dirty and check 
worn. It was impossible to distinguish the 
cards on the lay-oft which stood to the left as I 
entered. At that table Ah Lee, Sam Wong, and 
Ah Sin, with their pigtails neatly wound around 
their necks and the ends tucked into the breast 
pockets of their coats, sat in company 
with four Americans and three Irishmen, 
and fought the faded tiger. The most in- 
telligent faces at that table were those 
of the Chinamen. The white men were 
brutal, ignorant. and excessively dirty. I saw 
one of these oniy white men take a ten-dollar 
gold piece from his pocket and with shaking 
hand buy checks. His sun-faded coat was 
ragged, The sleeves of the coat were held to its 
body by a few of the original stitches and sev- 


* 
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éfal pins. His trousers were ragged and his 
shoes gaped. Through a hole in his battered 
and torn rig j hat his short hair could be plain- 
ly seen. As I Said, he bought $10 worth of 
checks, and he lost them in less time than it 
lias taken me to tell the incident. He arose 
from his chait;. and apparently unmoved, 
though his lips were white and éompressed, 
walked slowly out from the foggy air of the 
licensed gambling house ‘into the Atreet and 
turned down, probably to search for 4 stable or 
shed in which to sleep. He could ill afford the 
loss of the $10, which I knew were the last of 
his last moith’s Wages—knew it as well as if he 
had told me the fact. 

At the other faro tablé sat a tall man, who 
was clad in weather-worn, earth-stained canvas, 
and flannel-shirted; on his head was a new, 
soft, white hat. His face was bronzed, and 
astride his nose Was a pair of steél-fimimed spec- 
tacles. His long, unkempt beard was streaked 
with gray. His hands were horny and stiff with 
toil. Certainly he was a miner, who owned a 
tiny placer in the hills, or he was a successful 
prospector. At any rate he hadin his pocket a 
small buekskin pouch, which was well filled 
with gold coin, I judged that there was at least 
$600 in the bag. He bought @ stack of red 
ehecks for $20 and began to play, his eyes glit- 
tering the while as fhé eves of a serpent. This 
man did not dtink. e was imbued with 
thé gambling spirit, and played ateadily 
and with fair luck. At intervals h 
took his spectacles from his hose and wipe 
the glasses with the end of a red silk handket- 
chief whieh was loosely tied around his brown 
neck, and while he played he constantly 
whistled, whistled lowly and sweétly and un- 
consciously. He was so keen to play, 80 Watch- 
ful of the dealer who drew the cards from the 
box, that I beeame interested in him and hoped 
that he would win. That night a8 I stood be- 
hind his Ghair I saw him win about $100. About 
10 o’elock the next motning I dropped my pen 
and walked to the gambling room to see if he 
was again playitig. He was there; and I again 
saw hint buy ¢hecks, and I noticed that the 
buckskin bag was lighter than it was on the 
previous 6vening. The following hight I saw 
hit agaiti, but in another house, and his bag 
was still lighter. The next night [I saw him 
stake his last dollar and lose, He afose from 
the table and, Whistling softly the while, walked 
out of the house and disappeared, apparently 
indifferent to his losses, I saw him iO more. 

The Chinese who played faro in the El Dorado 
were desperate gamblers. They worked in the 
housés of private families or in laundries, and 
almost nightly they visited the shabby tiger in 
his Helena lair and he quickly devoured their 
hard earings, and nightly they retired jabber- 
ing one to the other, apparently explaining why 
they lost, and how they would have won if they 
had only bet on another catd. [saw a China- 
mah sitting at a table keeping case. He had 
won several stacks of red chips, and was bet- 
ting cautiously in poe of retrieving former 
losses. His checks qu wg! disappeared. He 
felt in his pockets with his long, brown hand for 
another coin, but searched unsuccessfully. He 
kept the game through that deal, then arose and 
walked noiselessly out of the building, speaking 
to two other Chinamen who were playing at an- 
other table as he passed them. Presently they, 
too, disappeared, 

Seven men were playing if the .game at the 
stud-poker table, itis unlawful to bank, that is 
to deal for a percentage, ut this game. So to pay 
expenses (the cost of license) the table has a slot 
in the centre and underit is a drawer. This is 
the kitty, and whenever a pair is in sight, checks 
equal in number to the original aute are fed to this 
éver-hungty kitty. To play stud poker the may 
er next to the dealer antes as many checks as 
he desires. The dealer then deals one card face 
down to each player. If they desire to play. each 
puts up as many checks as thé ante calls for. 
The dealer then deals another card face upper- 
most to each player, aud the player who has the 
highest card bets as many checks as he desires, 
If the other players wish to contitiue in the game 
they putup an equal number of checks. In this 
inuniier four cards aré dealt face up, 
betting taking place on @ach = ecard. 
Every player can see four of the cards 
of the other players, but the fifth card, the one 
first dealt, is buried, and it is that hidden 
card which contains the terrors of stud poker. 
Istood near the tabie at which the gentie- 
manly Chinaman was playing and watched the 
game with interest. There was desperate 
blutiing at that table; and the Chinaman out- 
biuffed and outplayed the white men, He 
“ broke” them one by one, and new players took 
their places and bought checks from him, and in 
turn became bankrupts, while the Oriental, with 
impassive face and courteous manners, won the 
money. I was delighted with that Chinaman. 
He had a great pile of checks stacked in front of 
him, and Isupposead he had won hundreds of 
dollars until | was told that the checks were 
sold tor 10 cents each. The El Dorado is by far 
the lowest gambling house in the city. 

Chinamen and hegroes are apparently ex- 
eluded from the other houges, At any rate I 
have not seen them playing at the tables or oc- 
cupying chairs in these rooms. Many well 
dressed mén nightly frequent all the houses, ex- 
cept the El Dorado, but the price of checks, 
eight for a dollar, clearly indicates the poverty 
of the habitual customer, and for whose finan- 
cial ruin the game is operated. They are run to 
impoverish workiugmen, and in the best of 
these houses men in rags, provided they have 
white skins, are greedily accepted as customers. 
All covering, all romance has been rudely 
eng oy off of Montana gambling, and it can be 
seen in its hideousness. 

In Chinatown there are two or three gambling 
houses which are licensed precisely as the white 
men’s gambling houses are. And in those dingy 
rooms Ah Wing, Lee Sing, and Wong Chong 
hightly gather to play fan-tan, which is a deeply 
mysterious game to white men. I stood for an 
hour in a crowd of courteous Chinamen who 
surrounded the table, trying to understand the 
game. The longer I looked the less I knew about 
it. Finally, just as anew game was beginning 
Ldrew a quarter of a dollar from my pocket 
and motioned to a Chinaman to put iton the 
second corner of a brass square whitch lay on 
the table. The coin was placed on thé indicated 
corner and all China beamed on me. Thena 
bowl which was filled with brass rings was 
empticd on the table, and these rings were 
counted out by fours, counted slowly so 
that all the players would see the act 
and judge of its fairness. Long before the 
counting Was completed a bright-faced, keen} 
eyed Chinaman looked up at me and said: “ You 
have won.” Two rings remained when the last 
four had been drawn. AsI had bet on the sec- 
ond corner [ won, and I was paid, not three for 
one asI should have been, butone forone. It 
is not possible that people as intelligent as the 
Chinese would gamble against such odds, and 
Tam satisfied thatl did not and do not un- 
derstand fan-tah. At any rate I won a quarter, 
and after dropping itinto my pocket [I bade the 
clean, decent-looking Chinamen good-nivht. 
They -respondéd cotirteously and invited mé to 
come again. Evidently they wanted the quarter 
back. The quietest, the most orderly, and the 
least offensive gambling houses kept in Helena 
are those condueed and maintained by China- 
men for theif countrymen to frequent. 

The evils of the system of licensed gambling 
are so apparent that it is unnecessary to point 
them ouf. 1Ldo not hesitate to prophesy that 
the inhabitants of these beautiful highlands 
will speedily become so thoroughly disgusted 
with the eet ime? | gamblers and the ruin 
they are working to the working class that they 
will suppress gathblers and public gambling. 
And when the property holders and respectable 
in of Montara start out to suppress any- 

ody or anything, that person or thing is in- 
variably suppressed. ‘The high license now 
paid by the gamolers is the first step toward 
their extinction in Montana; and judging from 
whatI have tightly seen in this city, they can- 
not be suppressed too quickly for the good of 
the community.

Is the Kingston woman who took opium dead? 


Last night J. C. Fiero, who proved to be the 
father of the dead woman, appeared in this city, 
with G. H, Delamater, her husband, and brother 
of Avery Delamater. They were much shocked 
by their misfortune, and it was difticult for them 
to speak about it. They made arrangements to 
have the bodies removed to Kingston to-day. 

Avery Delamater was formerly a petty officer 
on the United States ship Susquehanna, and re- 
turned from a long cruise last Spring. Since 
February he.had made his homie with his broth- 
er, Garry, and had fallen in love with his 
sister-in-law, Jennie. On Tuesday last they 
eloped to New-York. The wronged hus- 
band is a compositor, and has worked until 
within a@ month or two on the Kingston 
Freeman. J.C. Fiero is ajanitor. He said last 
night that he had for some time expeéted some- 
thing of the sort would happen. His daughter 
left a letter addressed to him, in which she says 
she would “be cold soon,” but that it would 
‘not occur here.” She had also talked about 
drowning herself.» Her husband was completely 
broken down last night. ‘ Why should she have 
robbed me and our child of our happy home?”

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THE NEED OF INDEPENDENCE 
OF OLD PARTIES. 
THE FAITH OF THE PARTY IN ITS FUT- 
URE AS OUTLINED BY THE REV. 
DR. 8. PARSONS. 


The weather has thus far this week been 
anything but a blessing to the Prohibition camp 
meeting at Sing Sing. At first it was rain and 
now it is temperature. Cold, elear-cold are the 
days, so cold that none but those who are in 
camp as soldiers and not for sport remain 
upon the ground. Although there has not 
failed an audience for any speaker who 
has thus far appeared, the persons in 
that audience neéd ho conversion or else they 


are of the “pro-Prohibition” but ‘“ anti- 
Prohibition Party” stamp, the kind a gen- 
uine Probibitionist entertains nothing but 
contempt for. Sinners, and especially drink- 
ing aud  drink-selliig siniets, of whom 
it is desirable to make converts, have been few 
and quiet. Some few conversions have been made, 
That these converts may be called cranks no 
longer disturbs them. “ Methodist,” they say, Was 
just as opprobrious & Dame its early days as 
*“‘orank” is now. And to show their indiflerence 
to the epithet they wear in general now the lit- 
tle goldén crank ornament introduced on the 
grounds by Chairman Boole at the beginning of 
the meeting. 

The morning service yesterday was held in the 
Tabernacle, Wut that was crowded. People be- 


gan as early as 8:30 to arrive in 
wagons and carriages from abroad, 
but although the sun shone out 
in bright splendor 4 cool north wird 


swept the camp and compelled the audience to 
keep indoors. The Rev. Dr. 8. Parsons, of Bel- 
videre, N. J., a gentleman who closely resembles 
Justice Harlan, of the United States Supreme 
Court, in figure and feature, having alsothe same 
florid complexion, was the lecturer. He said he 
eamé from thé Statethatin the last election 
polled the largest Prohibition vote in propor- 
tion to population in the United States— 
about 20,000. Like H-rod_ and _ Pilate, 
the old parties had combiiied against the 
Prohibitionists of Belvidere aft the last elec- 


tion, but even then had succeeded in 
beating them by only 88 majority. They 
were  Ooftet asked why they did 


not stick to the Reptblicati Party, their 
friends reminding them that from that party 
only could they expect legislation favor- 
able to theit catise. 16 reminded the speaker 
of the parable of the two who went 
into the temple to pray, the Pharisees 
thanking his God he was not as other men 
are, and the publican confessing himself 
a poor sinter. The Republican Party was 
always shouting about its superior 
respectability, and the Democratic Party 
made no pretensions in that direction. But the 
respectability of the orm Party was the 
respectability uf the Pharisees, who would con- 
tinue to play them the same tticks in tle 
future that they had in the past. : 

It was necessary that a new party, embodied 
with the new ideas, should take up the work 
of temperance reform. But, some of their 
friends said, the times are not ripe yet for 
prohibition—wait until public settiment has 
come to your support.” The time had come, 
he must answer these friends; their so- 
licitide extended more to the old parties 
than to the catise of prohibition. The 
overthrow of the liquor traffic was 
a great moral necessity of tne land, pefore 
which all other issues faded into compara- 
tive insignificance, and as a mofal question 
it could not be delayed, They must con- 
tinue to agitate and labor fer Prohibition, 
believing that they would reap an Ultimate vic- 


tory. Too long had _ they beet praying 
cream and voting skim milk. It was 


time they put conscience in their ballot 
and vote as they praved. Moral suasion 
was not sufficient; it took the cup fromi the 
drunkard’s lips, but prohibition would re 
move the saloons and their temptations 
from his path. A disembodied seatiment 
could never effect a great reform 
They must become incarnate. They must come 
out from the old parties, and when they had 
doue so they would receive recognition and be- 
come a power. Why were they now attracting 
the attention of the old parties? Why 
was the Republican press so full of reproach 
and representation of them to-day? While they 
prayed one way and voted another, thé parties 
cared nothing for them; but as soon as they 
began to vote as tliey prayed, the parties— 
the party of Pharisees in particular—began to 
squirm and abuse them. 

‘he ballot was the people’s weapon. For too 
long now the Government had been of the 
saloous, by the saloons, and for the saloons, 
The old parties in order to retain the saloon 1n- 
fluence had determined to stand by license and 
therefore they opposed them. Men Were told not 
to put hew Wine into old bottles. The wine of 
prohibition must be put into anew party. The 
old Democratic Party could not stand it; the 
dry, hard, cracked skin would biirst-and the wine 
be lost; and as to the Republican Party it was 
hot so old as the Democratic Party, but everyone 
knew that it was frightfully rotten. New men, 
owtitig no allegiance to the old patties, Were 
necessary to contain and work out the living 
principle of the Prohibition Party. in 1840, 
when the old Free-Soil Party polled its first vote, 
James G. Birney said they wanted to vote with 
the old parties, but found that they made no 
progress. Like thé wake of a steamer, the 
turther they went the wiore indistinct it be- 
came. But in that year they polled 7,000 
votes, in 1844 it amounted to 61,000, in 
1848 to 291,000, in 1856 to 1,341,000 
under John C. Fremont, and in 1860 
they élected Abraham Lincoln. The prog- 
tess of the Prohibition Party had been 
even more remarkable. In 1880 they had 10,000 
votes, and in 1884 they had already increased 
over 15 times. The vote then was 153,000. If in 
1888 they poll only 71g timies the last vote 
they would have reuched atotal of 1,125,000, 
and if in 1892 they polled by thrée and a half 
times the vote of 1888 tieir tutal wotild be over 
4,000,000, or enough to elect. There 
was no hope of securin temper- 
ance legislation through any of the old 
parties. The Republican Party was trying to 
shake the Prohibitéon coonfoff the trée, but in 
1892 they would hear something drop, and it 
wouldn’t be thecoon. The whisky dealer never 
hesitated about sacrificing his political convic- 
tions to his busiiiess interests and they might 
learn from him that party idolatry was nota 
commendabié thing. They must come out from 
— the old parties and be a party unto them- 
selves. 

At the afternoon lecture, which was delivered 
by Miss Ida Clothier, if was first attempted 


to get the audience into the tabernacle; 
but that was found impossible and the 
meeting was held itt the open air. 


It was sat out by a large audience without much 
discomfort. Miss Clothier spoke eloquently of 
the duties of youtig women to the cause of pro- 
hibition, relating many instances from her ex- 
perience illustrative of the power they pos- 
sessed and could exercise in directions perfectly 
consistént with modest and womanly deport- 
ment. 

In the evening the Rev. H. A. Delano, of the 
Baptist Church at Norwalk, Conn., delivered a 
réligious exhortation to the audience upon the 
Prohibition question, urging them to contin- 
ued and unflagging zeal in the cause 
To-day will be “labor day.” Jesse H. Griffin, a 
Westchester farmer, will speak at the morning 


rsérvice and the Hon. M. . Fanning, of 
Michigan, a Knight of Labor, will fill 
the rest of the rogram me. A large 


attendance is expected, as the services will 
partake of the character of a ratification 
meeting. To-morrow will be the last day 
of the meeting. In the morning the 
Rév. Dt. W. H. Boole will speak upon “ The 
Great Impeachment; cr, The Duties of the 
Churches tu Prohibition.” At the afternoon sérv- 
ice Mrs. Mary T. Lathrop, called the Daniel Web- 
ster of the new crusade, will speak, and fin the 
evening John B. Finch, of Illinois, one of the 
most eloquent of the brohibition orators, will 
deliver the closing speech. 


A VILE DEN OLOSED., 


The police, early this morning, cleaned 
out the cheap lodging house at 287 West-street. 


Twenty-seven lodgers were arrested, about 
one-third of them women, and taken 
to the Leonard-street station house.

A BROTHER'S ACCUSATION. 


— 
ASKING FOR A WARRANT OF ARREST 
FOR HENRY A, GUMBLETON. 
James Gumbleton sat in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday until all the busi- 
ness had been disposed of, and then, approach- 
ing Justice Dufiy’s desk, untied a bulky package 
of documents with trembling fingers. “ Your 
Honor,” he said. I apply fot a warrant for the 


arrest of Henry A. Gumbleton tor fraud. I am 
his brother, and he cheated me out of many 
thousands of dollars.” Orr 


Justice Duffy asked the particulars. Mr. Guin- 
biétun said that his brother borrowed the 
amounts on the pretext that he owned a house 
aud lot, which were really owned by his wite, 
and offered to prove, by the documetts he ex- 
hibited, that Henry A. Gumbleton never owned 
the liouse or had # legal right to make it securi- 
ty for aloan. Justice Duffy asked what evidence 
of fraud Mr. Guinbleton had. He replied, “ Only 
my personal affidavit.” 

Justice Duffy thought the case hardly a ecrim- 
inal one. “ But to show you that [ aim not afraid 
of any oné, and that personal or political con- 
siderations have no weight with me, | will grant 
you # Summons.” 

“No summons for mé,” said Mr. Gumbleton, 
very devidedly. “A warrant or nothing.” 

Justice Daffy refused to grant @ warrant, and 
Mr. Gumbleton, who was laboring under great 
excitement and barely ablé to restrain himself, 
went on to abuse his brother and his wife, and 
said that when Henry A. Gtmbleton was with 
Controller Loew, there was a deficit of $2,000 in 


his accounts which he, James, made good. 


Henry A. Gumbleton had never paid this sum, 
but had snielded himself behind the Statute of 
Limitations. Mr. Gumbleton again demanded a 
warrant, Was refused, packed up his papers, and 
left thecourt, a very angry man. He said, on 
leaving the court, that he would forthwith lay 
the matter before the Grand Jiry. 

To & TIMES reporter at the Cosmopolitan Ho- 
tel, Chamibers-street, James told his story at 
length. He had always befriended his brother, 
he said, and in 1865 worked for a month at Al- 
bany to’ get a bill passed making the place of 
Assistant Deputy County Clerk, to which he had 
his brothér appointed. Afterward, while Henry 
was a deputy, he gave him a dozen checks on 
the Chemical Bank aggregating $2,000, which 
the younger man told him were needed to cover 
his shortages. When Henry became County 
Clerk in 1876 his brother hunted up two bunds- 
men fof him. His story of his later dealings 
with his brother runs this way: 

*OnJuly 6, 1881, he told me he tieeded $1,000 
badly, for he owed Tainmany for collections 
made in the Fifth District. Upon his statement 
that he owned the house at 3 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth-street, for which $19,000 
was paid,and on which there was a $10,000 
mortgage, EF discounted two $600 notes at the 
Bowery National Bank, and gave him $1,000. 
Not long after he said his eyes were bad, and 
asked me to help him in his law office at 291 


Broadway, for which I was to gee one-half 
the feceipts. April 19, 1882, lent him 
$300 more. Atter leaving the office on 


May 3 of that year I mét some friends and didn’t 
get to the One Hundred and Twenty-fourth- 
street house, Where I was then livitig, until 10 
o’clock. Henry opened the door, and, grabbing 
my stick, struck me over the head, erying out, 
‘What keeps you so late?” That night my bank 
book was taken from my coat pocket. Henry 
gave it back to me the next evening when [ 
threatened to make trouble. He said that he 
atid his wife wanted to borrow money to pay 
the interest on the mortgage for two years and 
a half and overdte taxes. I drew an order for 
the $1,500 he said he needed and«gave it, with 
my bank book, to him.” 

James claims that he has proof that at the 
time only $300 iliterest, and no taxes, were due. 
Some of the other entries of loans to his 
brother, taken from the extensive documents he 
prepared for Justice Dufty’s edification are: Early 

n 1882, for office rent, $100; in May, 1882, for 

Tammany $100, ahd $60 in three small loans; 
June 17, 1882, $400 to get outof pawn tliree 
watches and some diamond earrings, jowelry 
owned by Henry and his wife; $300 fora cot- 
tage at Larchmont, and many small contribu- 
tions to the household expenses in the country. 
Noy. 21, 1882, James relates that he pawned 
his watch and chain for $100 and loaned 
Henry $85. 

“ When,” he added, ‘ I asked for money in re- 
turn for services and loans Henry jumped two 
feetinto the air and cried: “ An’t you got a 
good home? What more do vou want? He told 
mé that I could collect nothing from him, for he 
had no property. The house he had put in his 
wife’s name. [I said [ only wanted my 
money. May 10, 1886, at 2:30 P. M., he wanted 
me to go to Peekskill with the family, and [ gave 
up my office and desk keys and left him. Since 
then I’ve been at the Cosmopolitan. Ail Lever 
got out of his law office was between $700 and 
$800. Since I left him he has put a counter 
claim against me in the shape of a board bill at 
$20 & week for four years.” 

Jamés Gumbleton puts his advances to his 
brother at nearly $5,000, besides the outlawed 
claims and fotit years’ work in his office. 

Henry A. Giumbleton was not at his home in 
Alexander-avenue last evening, but members of 
his family latighed at the assertions of James, 
who, they claimed, had been an inmate of an 
fasyluin for inebriates, and was, moreover, a vic- 
tim of @ good-sized delusion on the question of 
loaiiss He had been assisted for years by his 
yotinger brother, and had always given the fam- 
ily much trouble by his peculiarities. 

Henry A. Gumbleton used to be a a Tammany 
leader in the Fifth District. Gov. Robinson re- 
moved him from the County Clerkship in 187%, 
and Hubert O. Thompson, the tew appointee, 
nade a Memorable capture of the office by dead 
of night.

THERE WAS NO TROUBLE. 





M’GLYNN PERMITTED TO TALK TO THE 
HIBERNBANS WITHOUT OBJECTION. 
Dr. MeGlynn had a warm reception at 

Williamsburg last night; nota hot one as had 

been anticipated by many. A large crowd of 

people were gathered in front of Grand Army 


Hall, on Bedford-avenue and North Second- 
street, wlien he arrived in a carriage shortly 


after 8 o’clock, but i any intention to 
fuake a display. against him had been 


harbored if was abandoned. The arrival of Dr. 
McGlynn was the signal of hearty applause, 
which lasted until after his portly form had dis- 
appéared up the stairs leading tothe hallin 
which he bad made arrangements to lecture, 
That trouble had been expected was freely ac- 
knowledged by the Willamsburg police, who 
were atthe scene in strong numbers, and who 
were Well pleased atthe pleasant turn which 
affairs had taken. 

The hall. whieh is a large one, was two-thirds 
full, and the ititerest of the audience was fairly 
well sustained by the lecturer dtiring the first 
half of the leeture. It flagged, however, when 
he reached the dry, argumentative part of it, 
which seeks to put land larceny tipon a legal and 
logical basis, aud the tramp of people leaving the 
hall rather suggested that they thought there 
could not be much in a new social system which 
it took over two and a half hours to explain. The 
lecturer was introduced by Dr. Edward Malone. 

In opening Dr. McGlynn adverted to the fact 
that he was lecturing under the auspices of 
Division No. 3 of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
hiaps and on behalf of its benefit fund. He re- 
marked that he belonged to the same nationality 
as did thé members of the order, and said that 
there was a time when tie ancient order did not 
enjoy so much ecclesiastical favor as it seemed 
to enjoy to-day. Long and loud applause greet- 
ed this statement. 

“TI know,’ Dr. MeGlynn, who evidently felt 
much encouraged, went on to say, ‘“ that the or- 
der is tolerated, at least to-day by the ecclesias- 
tical authorities, but there are Bishops and 
others high in authority who, if they had 
their will, would instantly be at_ its 
throat, and who are only restrained by the 
wiser héads among them, who advised 
that they should not deprive men of 
the sacratments of the church because they be- 
longed to bodies whosé membership happened 
to spread into other dioceses than theirown. [ 
remeniber when the Ancient Order of Hiberni- 
ans were refused the {sacraments because of nar- 
row bigotry and prejudice against them. Pastors 
seemed to bé jealous ofany society which seemed 
to be different from a gvody-goolly Sunday 
school society, or which was not under 
their numediate direct and autocratic control. 
They opposed societies of workingmen and 
wauted them to unite for their good in confra- 
ternities and sodalities under the control and 
direction of the parish priest. Instead of the 
Knights of Labor, these Pastors wanted to have 
the ‘Holy Guild of Shoemakers,’ [laughter] or 
the ‘Sacred Confraternity of Stonecutters,’ 
with the ‘Canonized Amalgamated Sucieties of 
the Builders,’ and so on. 

“T argued with the highest authorities of the 
church on behalf of the order, for the mainte- 
nance of its constitution and by-laws, and ‘to 
have them receive untrammeled all the privi- 
leges of the holy chureh of Christ.” 

The lecturer went on to congratulate the order 
upon the success of its efforts to secure church 
recognition, and then he gave the audience his 
anti-poverty discourse, with an effect upon his 
hearers which has been already mentioned.

George’s Society held a meeting and appointed a com- 
mittee te collect and collate the records of the so- 
ciety from its incorporation in 1786. in order to pub- 
lish a memorial volume of its history for the past 
century, ending with the centennial dimmer given 
at Delmonico’s in the month of April, 1886. It was 
then understood that the committee had performed 
their work and were ready to put the manuscript to 
press. Alas! ye year 1536 has passed away, and 
now even the Queen’s jubilee is fast approach- 
ing its end, yet no volume has been announced 
for distribution to large subscriptions made 
months ago. The writer much regrets this, inas- 
much as many gentlemen had engaged to take copies 
of its interesting retrospect and entertaining 
reminiscence of the city’s history contained therein, 
provided they could have it in time for or op the 
Queen’s jubilee. That has passed, and now I fear 
this long delay will cause many of them to decline to 
take it, as they desired to send it to their friends and 
kinsmen on that eventful day in June as a memorial 
to show what Englishmen had accomplished in 
America during the long reign of her Majesty Queen 
Victoria. 

Will the committee please inform many English 
gentlienen well disposed toward the venerable sv- 
ciety, but much displeased at this long, wanton, and 
inexcusable delay, why they do not distribute their 
most interestin# historical volume?

Fall, and that there are many men who idolized 
and almost adored him 








nine months ago 
who this year refuse either to aecknowl- 
edge him as Grand Boss of the United 


Labor Party or to accept without question hig 
pet land tax theory. William Penn Rogers, one 
of the protesting delegates at the Syractse Gon: 
vention, and who already las 4 following of 
workingmen who pledge themselves to support 
him, is now as much’ opposed to Henry George 
as he was his admirersome time ago. He said 
yesterday that he regretted to see so much 
obstinacy, selfishness, and shortsightedness 
combined in Mr. George, and it was due to these 
failings that, not otily the Socialists were ex- 
pellea, but thatalarge numberof nen-Social- 
istic workingiben have been alienated. The 
platform adopted at Syracuse was practically 
George's platform,in the interest of his land 
theory with nothing for the sons of toil. Patrick 
Ford, who supported George last vear, has 
turned round und is vigorously opposing his fres 
trade theories now. 

Another blow at Henry George was the failure 
of his supporters to wrest the Leader from the 
Socialists, who now éonftrol it. Although several 
trades unions and workingmen who taver Henry 
George have a large quantity ot stock, the 
Socialists*were astute enough, at the incorpota- 
tion of the Leader Publishing Company, tu tnake 
an arrangement by whieh every individual steck- 
holder is to have only one vote whether he held 
one share or a hundred. While some unions 


and English-speaking workingmen bought 
shares in blocks, the Soeialists swarmed in 


and contented themselves with purchasing one 
or two shares éach, and in this manner suc- 
ceeded in getting control of their paper and in 
appointing a Socialist editor-in-chief and a 
Socialist manager. The paper lost money, and 
the Volkszeitung, the Socialists’ German organ, 
advanced the Leader Publishing Company some 
$2,000 on a mortgage. Later on Jimmy O’Brien 
indorsed another loan of the Leader io the 
ainount of $2,000 or $3,000. When the County 
General Committee of the United Labor Party 
expelled the Sovialists the Leader espoused the 
cause of the Socialists, and after the Syracuse 
Convention it attacked Henry George and ridi- 
culed his theories. 

Henry George’s supporters, therefore, decided 
to try to recover control of the Leader, anda 
special meeting was ealled for last evening at 
Clarendon Hall to elect aChairman of the Board 
of Trustees of titat paper. Of the 700 and odd 
stockholders only a few more than 300 ap- 
peared, but the Socialists were at their posts, 
and when a motion was made to elect a tempo- 
rary Chairman for the meeting George Block, 
one of the expelled Socialisti¢ delegates 
from Syracuse, was elected by a vote of 250 
to 47. W.P. McLoughlin read the call for the 
meeting from an advertisement purporting to 
have been published by order of the Board of 
Trustees. Messrs. Crowe, Whorisky, McVey. 
apd Bealin, who constitute a majority of the 
Board of Trustees, denied that they had ordered 
any such call. Then a motion was made to elect 
new meipbers, but as the candidates were all 
Socialists the George men strenuously objected 
to any such election at a special meeting. Final- 


ly Editor Shevitch, seeing thut the So- 
cialists had a majority present, agreed 
to forego the election. Several George inen 
claimed that the meeting was illegal and that 


nothing could be done in the way of electing 
a Chairman of the Board of Trustees, because 
no one knew who had issued the call, and also 
because the resignation which Jonn MeMackin 
was said to have sent in as Chairman was not 
before the meeting. Diligent search was made 
for the letter of resignation, but it could nub 
be found, and then the Socialists said that Mr. 
MeMackin had published the letter anyhow. 

The Chairman of the meeting decided that an 
election was In order,and an appeal from his de- 
cision was lost by an overwhelming majority. A 
Socialist nominated Johann Most, ani he zot 
eight votes. Tnen Messrs. Crowe and Hawkes 
were nominated in succession, but both declined 
torun. The George men, seeing that they were 
in a hopeless minority, began leaving the hall, 
when Henry Emerich, who is regarded as a con- 
servative Socialist, was nominated and elected 
by a vote of 246 to 30. On taking the chair he 
said that he would try to unite the laboring men 
of this city.

DROWNING HERSELF BECAUSE HER 
LOVER DIED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 26.—A river mystery 
was solved and a romance brought to light 
to-day in the cold and ghastly confines of 
the city’s Morgue. It was about 10 
o’clock when a neatly dressed girl of 20, 
accompanied by a burly policeman, called on 
Morgue Keeper Shannon ,and requested the 
privilege of looking at the face of the 
pretty young girl who was found 
drowned in the Schuylkill, near the 
Zoo,” last Tuesday. Keeper Shannon 


escorted his visitors to the deadhouse and al- 
lowed the young girl to look upon the counte- 
nance of the dead woman. One glance at the 
body on the marble slab satisfied her, and, with 
a shudder, she turned to the big officer beside 
her and said: “ It’s Lizzie.” 

The girl who had identified the remains was 
Jennie Hobn, a servant in the house 
hold of Mrs. Mastbatiiu, at 1,386 Frank- 
lin-street. The body was that of her 
fellow-servant and friend, Lizzie Kauffman, 
whom she called Lizzie, and who had been 
niissing since last Monday. After Jennie Hohn 
had reeognized the body she weut to the Cor- 
oner's office and told ali she knew of the dead 
girl’s romance. 

Lizzie came from Germany three years aco 
with two brothers. ‘They went to Washington, 


and the men, who were cabinet makers, 
soon found work at their trade. She lived 
with them until the eldest brother 


got married, whet sbe determined to be a burden 
on him no longer, and last April she came to this 
city. Two days after she found employment 
with Mrs. Mastoatim. 

There Lizzie met Nathan Swannenfelder, 4 
good-looking young peddler, who came from 
the land of her birth He came to the 
house often to dispose of his wares, 
and she soon grew to love him. 
He returued her affection, and the two became 
greatly attached. Nathan told her that he was 
saving all his money in order to marry her 
and give Her a good home, and the girl said 
she would help him by laying aside her wages 
for the same object. Three weeks ago Nathan 
was stricken with typhoid fever in its most viru- 
lent form, and he died after a week of suffering 
in the Philadelphia Hospital. 

The blow nearly broke Lizzie’s heart. She 
went around the house listlessiy and lost 
all interest in her household duties. She be- 
came subject to deep spells of melancholy, 
and Mrs. Mastbaum saw that the girl’s health 
was affected. She advised her to seek a cliange 
of air, and she sent Lizzie down to Washington 
to see her brother. She staid at the capital 
only a few days, and after her return 
sie called on Mrs. Lampenfeld at 833 Charlotte- 
street, who knew the girlin Germany.

Nor shall 
the sum total that may be drawn by any companion 
as relief benefits exceed in the whole amount those 
20 per cent. of fhe face of the benefit certificate. 
Companions drawing relief benefits against their 
benetit certificate, the same to be deducted from 
their benefit payable atdeath. The Supreme Com- 
mander, Supreme Vice-Commander, Supreme Secre- 
tary, Supreme ‘Treasurer, Supreme Trustees, and 
Medical Kxaminer-in-Chief are authorized to issue 
regulations, and these officers shall constitute a 
court of final resort, from whom there shall be no 
appeal on the question of allowance or disallowaace 
of sick benefits.”

Mr. MARTINE evidently believes that the 
extraordinary session of the General Term 
of the Supreme Court which he has secured

JOSEPH POTTER, Justice,” to intimate even 
a suspicion to the contrary. Yet it is worth 
while to mention that in the calm judgment 
of this community on the facts as they are 
now clearly shown the admission of SHARP 
to bail would be an outrage differing but 
little in its heinous character from the crime 
of the briber himself. 








The “ Assistant Adjutant-General” of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in Connecticut 
reports in substance that the great body of 
the organized veterans of the State are in 
favor of a pension bill substantially like 
the one vetoed last Winter. But it is not 
easy to gather from his report exactly what 
number of votes was cast'on the question. 
There are said to be some 7,000 veterans, 
divided among 67 posts. This would give 
an average of over 100 members to 
each post, but the total vote in the only 
post from which it is reported was but 
twenty-three, which would indicate that 
not over one in five of the members voted.

We learn by cable that on Wednesday 
last another Moor who had been imprisoned 
for having failed to pay a so-called Amer- 
ican claim was brought to Tangier and 
there released by our Consul, Mr. WILLIAM 
ReED Lewis, and that the unfortunate 
man, who had suffered great privation in 
one of the filthy dungeons of Morocco, died 
on theollowing day. Of the fifteen re- 
leased on the 21st inst. one died on 
the way from Fez to Tangier, and of the 
forty-three thus far set at liberty eight 
have died. It appears that in other respects 
as well as with regard to the system of 
“consular protection” the appointment of 
Mr. Lewis has been followed by reform, for 
we are told that in the first three months of 
Mr. Lewis’s service he accounted for and 
paid over from the Tangier consulate more 
fees than his predecessor, MATTHEWS, (ac- 
cording to the fee book at the Consul’s 
office, had accounted for in the whole term 
of his service, which was sixteon years.

The Chicago Tribune’s inquiry concerning 
the price of cattle and the price of meat to 
the consumer is one in which people in all 
parts of the country are interested. As we 
have repeatedly shown, the price of Western 
cattle has fallen about one-half in the last 
three or four years, whilethe consumer must 
pay as much as ever for beef. The cattle 
industry has been greatly depressed and 
consumers have been shamefully robbed by 
the action of a ring of middlemen in 
Chicago and Kansas City who exact tribute 
from both parties. The dressed beef men 
complain that the railroads have discrim- 
inated against them in the matter of rates, 
and there seems to be sufficient ground for 
such complaint, but in these days some of 
the most prominent and successful mem- 
bers of the ring are in the dressed beef 
business, and the people who are plun- 
dered will not be inclined to separate 
them from their associates in the 
indictment which they will find. The beef 
monopoly in Chicago and Kansas City was 
established by means of special low rates 
for freight and by enormous rebates. Is it 
maintained now in the same way? This is 
a question which should receive the atten- 
tion of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion, and some organization of consumers 
ought to procure evidence and causé an 
official investigation to be made.

The Government majority of 78 on Mr. 
GLADSTONE’S motion, which was in effect 
a protest against the proclamation of the 
Irish National League, is not of much sig- 
nificance. The total vote was 466, and the 
majority was not very far from being pro- 
portional to the normal Government ma- 
jority in a full house, though it fell 
somewhat below that ratio. Such specu- 
lation is of no value, however, without 
information who the absentees were. The 
debate showed that several Liberal Union- 
ists meant to break with the Ministry on the 
bolt. Mr. GLADSTONE’s speech was unan- 
swerable, as the absurd attempts that were 
made to answer it showed. When a re- 
sponsible Minister bases what Mr. GLap- 
STONE justly described as ‘‘a near approach 
to a declaration of war on the Irish people” 
upon information that he refuses to produce, 
the presumption that his information is 
worthless is very strong. In this case the 
“confidential” informatidn alleged the ex- 
istence in Ireland of crime so general and 
systematic as to require to be dealt with 
under martial law, for that is what 
“proclaiming the League’ amounts to. 
Such a state of things would be a 
matter of common notoriety, if it 
existed, and it is a piece cf remarkable 
impudence for Mr. BALFour to declare that 
he knows, in confidence, that such a state 
of things exists. That the House of Com- 
mons sustained him in taking such a stand 
shows merely that the present House of 
Commons is inaccessible to reason and 
justice. The constituencies cannot affeot 
the action of such a body except by forcing 
a dissolution of it. Thus only will an op- 
portunity be had of choosing a successor 
that will represent the opinion of England 
outside of the clubs and newspaper offices 
of London.

"he example of Lrvr ROSENFELD, the 
Chicago millionaire who died recently, will 
probably be extensively followed by fa- 
thers who object to the payment_of the 
debts of their sons from the estates brought 
together by themselves. LrEvi’s son had 
failed for the trifling: amount of some 
$800,000, and his creditors refused to ac- 
cepta compromise of 25 centson the dol- 
lar, preferring to await the father’s death 
and then swoop down upon the legacy of 
the son, which was reasonably expected to 
be something over a million. When the 
millionaire’s will was opened it was found 
that by means ofa codicil the original be- 
quest to the son had been revoked, and the 
portion of the estate included in it had been 
bequeathed to the wife of the bankrupt in 
trust, with instructions to ‘‘ pay over from 
time to time unto her husband, MAURICE 
ROSENFELD, a sufficient amount for his sup- 
port and maintenance according to his 
station in life, free from all interference 
and claim of his creditors.” Lrvi’s son can 
now snap his fingers at the men who trusted 
him to their sorrow, and Lrvi has placed 
oo record a new way of how not to pay old 
debts. The morality of the system may be 
questioned, but its efficiency in preserving 
an estate intact is beyond doubt. 





THE PROHIBITION CONVENTION. 

The present leaders of the Republican 
Party will never, as a matter of principle, 
adopt any of the articles of the Prohibition- 
ist creed. But for the purpose of winning 
Prohibitionist votes they will be likely, and 
before long, to make overtures to that party 
with a view, if not to winning back some 
of their lost thousands, at least to prevent- 
ing the further spread of the Prohibition 
movement, which has now attained prepor- 
tions and an impetus quite alarming to the 
practical political mind. And we should say 
that a perusal of the reports of the extraor- 
dinary convention held in Syracuse this 
week would convince even the least intelli- 
gent Republican that it is high time that 
these overtures were made, and made in a 
spirit entirely different from that which 
has thus far prompted Republican efforts 
to “‘catch the Prohibitionist vote.” 

The vital fact which this convention es- 
tablishes is that the Prohibitionists cannot 
be fooled. Chairman WHEELER explicitly 
set forth that fact in his speech on Thurs- 
day, when he quoted most aptly Lin- 
COLN’s remark that ‘‘you can fool all 
of the- people some of the time; 
you can fool some of the people all 
the time, but you can’t fool all the people 
allthe time.” No mere platform bids for 
the support of these wide-awake and very 
earnest voters, no promises not followed by 
performance and never intended to be, 
no “Vedder Highway Robbery” bills 
will stay the steady growth of the 
Prohibitionist Party. The Republicans 
must meet this young but already powerful 
organization with positive and substantial 
achievements of liquor law reform. To 
grant its demands to the full extent 
of enacting prohibitory legislation would 
not be a party possibility, and we 
do not think it would cure the 
grosser evils the Prohibitionists complain 
of so effectively as less arbitrary meas- 
ures, for where actual prohibition has been 
tried in orderly and steady-going communi- 
ties, where the circumstances were most 
favorable to its success it has notori- 
ously failed. If the Prohibitionists 
insist on complete prohibition they must 
secure it by winning the majority to their 
views, and taking into their own hands 
both the making and the enforcing of the 
laws. That wedo not think they will do 
in this generation nor in any succeeding 
generation, so long as human nature retains 
its present proportions of good and evil. 

But we are convinced that a sincere recog- 
nition on the part of the Republicans of 
the honesty, the courage, and the deter- 
mination of the Prohibitionists, followed by 
an equally sincere attempt to accom- 
plish within the lines of their own 
party some really significant reform in 


of the power of the saloons, would bring 









the direction of stringent restrictions 
upon the liquor traffic and the curtailment 


back to their ranks a considerable propor- 





tion of the present Prohibitionist strength. 
Anditis worth while for the Republican 
Party to undertake these reforms for their 
own sake—not merely for the purpose 
of securing Prohibitionist votes. It is the 
broadest, the strongest, and the most vital 
issue the party can make before the people, 
If taken up at all, outside the Prohibition 
organization, it must be by the Re- 
publican’ Party. The Democrats make 
no profession of ffiendship for the 
Prohibitionists or for their cause, and the 
Prohibitionists clearly recognize their open 
hostility. But there is room for an alliance, 
and even for a practical coalition between 
the Republicans and the Prohibitionists. 
Something like 800 of the delegaves to the 
Syracuse Convention acknowledged for- 
mer Republican affiliations, while only 


134 former Democrats were to be 
found in the convention. The Pro- 
hibitionists recognize the fact that 


‘‘the Republican Party of the North con- 
tains within its ranks the larger part of the 
Christian moral force” upon which the 
Nation must depend for saving reforms 
and regenerating works. With such re- 
lations existing between the two organ- 
izations a union of interests and a 
union of strength are as clearly possible as 
they are eminently desirable. But the con- 
ditions obviously must be some concessions 
on the part of the Prohibitionists and hon- 
est procedures on the part of the Repub- 
licans. Temperance reform of the Sheridan 
Shook and Vedder variety will not do. 

These considerations will be enforced by 
the vote given to the candidates of the 
Prohibitionists. It is a ticket which 
will unquestionably inspire the party 
to such exertion as it has never 
made before. It will be likely to exceed 
its total vote of 36,000 cast for Groo by 
@ number which can be roughly meas- 
ured by comparing this Syracuse Con- 
vention with former meetings of the State 
organization. The party has never had such 
aconvention, and it has never given such a 
vote as it will poll this Fall. But sorely as 
the Republican Party needs to deal intelli- 
gently and honorably with this new issue 
and this new party, it is vain to look for 
such dealing so long as Mr. THomas C. 
Piatt holds the party’s destinies in his 
control. 





IMMIGRATION LAWS. 

The law which forbids the admission of 
immigrants who are paupers, lunatics, or 
criminals is an excellent one. But if it 
should be carefully enforced our alms- 
houses, asylums, and jails would still re- 
ceive large numbers of foreign-born per- 
sons, because the incoming criminals are 
not easily detected and because thousands 
of immigrants belong to a class thatis pre- 
disposed to pauperism and insanity. By 
judicious amendment, however, this law 
can be made more eftective. 

Recent attempts to execute the so-called 
Contract Labor law show how poor a 
remedy for certain evils of immigration has 
been provided by this legislation. On July 
17, MATTHEW CUMING arrived in this city 
from Scotland. It was discovered that he 
was a skilled’ dairyman, and that W. A. 
SuppurTH, of Flemingsburg, Ky., had 
caused him to be engaged in Glasgow to 
take charge of his dairy farm. Therefore it 
was decided that under the Contract Labor 
act CUMING must be sent back. This de- 
cision was sustained by thecourts, CUMING 
was confined on Ward’s Island for some 
weeks, and at last was returned to Scot- 
jand. Unquestionably he was a desir- 
able immigrant, and while the courts 
were busy with his case hundreds 
of very undesirable immigrants were 
admitted at this port. A few months 
ago the authorities at Philadelphia under- 
took to exclude Miss BELLAMY, a skilled 
nurse, simply because it was by correspond- 
ence that the officers of the hospital of the 
University of Pennsylvania had induced 
her to come to America. In one day of the 
same week 9,800 immigrants were admitted 
at Castle Garden—so many that the clerks 
were scarcely able to register their names. 
A law that excludes such men as CUMING 
or a skilled nurse who is reyuired in a hos- 
pital, while it offers no barrier to the great 
and growing flood of immigrants who crowd 
the slums of our cities and fill vacancies in 
the ‘‘gangs” of scoundrels who live by 
murder and robbery, should either be re- 
pealed or radically changed. 

This law was aimed at the practices of cer- 
tain employers of labor, notably those in 
the coal regions, who imported a degraded 
class of workmen under contract. But 
while the evils complained of were serious 
and invited legislation, the law has not re- 
moved them, but is used for the exclusion 
of skilled laborers. Immigrants of the class 
which the advocates of this law desired to 
shut out are coming in large numbers, and 
the law does not serve to exclude them. In 
the last fiscal year the number of immi- 
grants from Austria, Bohemia, and Hun- 
gary increased by 40 per cent., the number 
from Russia, Finland, and Poland by 70 per 
cent., awd the number from Italy by 121 
percent. But now the contracts are made 
after the arrival of immigrants at this port. 

If we are to impose further restrictions on 
immigration we should first perfect the law 
relating to paupers, lunatics, and criminals, 
and provide for a careful and rigid enforce- 
ment of its provisions. We should then 
take measures for the exclusion.of such 
rascals as now await execution in: Chicago. 
With regard to persons of this class Consul 
CATLIN, of Zurich, writes to the State De- 
partment: 

“Tt has been stated that the man who threw 
the dynamite bomb in the Clficago riots came 
from the city of Zurich. I have no means at 
hand for either substantiating or disproving 
this statement, but if such be the case it is quite 
possible that the person referred to is one of 
those hundreds of political refugees from Ger- 
many or elsewhere who, like the convicted An- 
archist leader, JoHN Most, have found it con- 
venient to make a short stay here in Zurich, 
cr some other Swiss city, before embark- 
ing for the United States. The exolusion 
of such persons were an easy matter 
could each immigrant be required, before land- 
ing, to produce documentary proof of identity, 
place of origin, previous occupation, &c., such 
as under the title of Legitimations-Papier 1s ex- 
acted by the police authorities here or elaewhere 
throughout the Continent of Europe, as a con- 
dition of residence. Itisthe absence of some 
such requirement as this that has enabled 
thousands of irresponsible agitators and refugees 
to land unchallenged in the United States, and 
there with impunity, and without even the pre- 
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tense of acquired citizenship, to at once set 
about their work of subverting the priceless her- 
itage of a Washington and a Jefferson.”

intention of becoming citizens or remain- 


-ing more than three or four years, whose 


sole purpose is to accumulate $500 or $600 
for use at home, and who are content to live 
on garbage while they are here, form an- 
other class which may well receive the at- 
tention of legislators. They are the Chi- 
nese of our Eastern cities and States, A 
law that tends to exclude skilled labor 
while the dregs. of Europe are admitted 
freely is the height of absurdity in legisla- 
tion.

LAWYERS’ TOPICS. 

One important recommendation of the 
American Bar Association has gone quite 
unnoticed. In 1885 acommittee reported 
that, in the interest of the fit administra- 
tion of justice, it was advisable that so much 
of the law as could be so expressed should 
be reduced to the form of a statute. It 
being objected that this committed the as- 
sociation to approving the principle of codi- 
fication, a year’s time for deliberation was 
taken, and in 1886 the resoiution was 
passed. This yearanother step forward was 
taken. The association resolved that there 
was need of a Code of Procedure in the 
Federal courts. 

We do not apprehend that this will be a 
very bitter dose, even to New-York lawyers, 
and taking the country through it is possi- 
ble to believe that it expresses the sentiment 
of the profession. It is somewhat remarka- 
ble asan original proposition, to find in the 
same court as many systems of practice as 
there areStatesin the Union. The reason 
assigned for the law of 1872, conforming 
practice in the Federal courts to the prac- 
tice of the State wherein the action arose, 
was that it was inconvenient for young 
lawyers to acquaint themselves with a sep- 
arate procedure for Federal cases. The les- 
son of experience is that such an incon- 
venience is preferable to a jumble of pro- 
cedures, most of which are a misfit as ap- 
plied to duties for which they were not de- 
‘signed. Technicalquestions of practice will 
scarcely interest the general reader, but 
every one interested in bringing or de- 
fending cases is concerned to witness the 
steady progress toward codification. 

Another sign of this is found in the report 
of the Committee on Commercial Law, to 
the effect that Congress, in the exercise of 
its power to regulate inter-State commerce, 
should “‘enact a statute defining the law 
relafing to bills of exchange.” Other sim- 
ilar topics suggested for treatment in a 
national code were bankruptcy, enforce- 
ment of contracts, and collection of debts. 
If Congress should legislate upon these 
topics there is at least ahope and a chance 
that the State Legislatures would enact the 
same laws if they proved good, and thus 
Federal and State law would be assimilated. 
This is even more significant than the 
action regarding procedure. For, while 
scarcely any lawyers will oppose a Code of 
Procedure, perhaps a majority of them are 
strenuous against the proposition that it is 
possible or advisable to enact a complete 
code of substantive rights. But the argu- 
ment that it is impossible to codify the law 
of bills of exchange can scarcely be main- 
tained, and so of other topics, each by it- 
self. Thus by piecemeal a code may be 
obtained. 

The annual address before the association 
by Mr. Henry Hitcucock has been most 
inadequately reported. His subject, the 
laws governing the creation and adminis- 
tration of corporations, is scarcely inferior 
to any which can engage the attention of 
business men. When men formed part- 
nerships they pledged their credit and their 
property to the good faith of their under- 
takings. The alternative was to procure a 
special act of incorporation. But under 
modern procedure it has become the cus- 
tom for men with wild-cat enterprises to 
conduct them behind a corporation which, 
it is too nearly accepted, fully shields their 
personal credit and their cash. Tne limit 
of liability is correct enough when it is 
fairly announced, but when the element of 
personal faith and _ responsibility is so 
largely eliminated there is all the more 
need that these soulless entities should be 
somewhat more rigorously ruled. Mr. 
Hircncock thinks no corporation should be 
permitted to organize unless its entire nomi- 
nal capital is paid or secured. Until then 
itshould not be permitted to create any 
mortgege or bonded indebtedness, which 
should be limited in its amount and its 
uses. Above all, monthly reports should be 


published of its affairs in some public office. 


near its place of business. It cannot be 
denied that these are burdensome require- 
ments according to the present standards. 
But how many bona fide enterprises would 
be oppressed by it? And is it, indeed, for 
any one’s good that concerns of any other 
sort should be chartered in the name of the 
State? Have those availing themselves of 
the very great privilege of aggregating and 
using large sums by multitudinous contri- 
butions any right to complain at being 
asked to dosomething in return? And does 
not the State owe a larger measure of pro- 
tection both to traders and investors? 


Mr. Henry Jackson discussed the 
‘‘valued-policy” heresy very neatly. It 
worries many people to pay as premium 
a percentage upon a sum which is denied to 
them in case of loss. Having paid for $2,000 
of insurance, it annoys them to have $1,000 
tendered in settlement. Having accepted 
the larger risk and pocketed the propor- 
tionate premium, why, they ask, is not the 
company held to pay the sum nominated in 
the bond? Mr. Jackson considered this 
problem argumentatively and historically 
in a way to be commended to the deluded 
folksin New-Hampshire. The gist of it is 
that indemnity, not gain, is the essence of 
insurance, and indemnity against actual 
loss, not estimated or imaginary. No one 
can say what his loss will be upon any 
specified piece of property one, three, or five 
years after the date of insuring it. Hence, 
even in thecase of total loss, the sum named 
in the policy can only be a maximum limit, 
and not an estimate @ priori. Upon any 


other theory companies would have to in- 


crease the cost of insurance, and protect 
themselves by only partially insuring the 
risk. Thus a customer would be unable to 





wholly guard himself against loss at any 
cost. 
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CROWDING OUT THE BOYS. 

Organized labor cannot be commended on 
the justice or the wisdom with which it has 
dealt with the young men of this city or of 
any of the large cities where its power is 
chiefly felt. To smooth the path for the 
genération which is to succeed us is a duty 
not recognized by the:trades unions. Their 
policy, based on the dread of competition 
and the belief in the possibility of forming 
labor monopolies, is to prevent lads from 
learning how to work. Labor Commissioner 
PrEcK, in his last report, gives the replies 
from sixty-five selected unions to his ques- 
tions on the subject of apprenticeship. In 
answer to the question of how many ap- 
prentices are allowed to an employer 
or a workshop twenty-eight unions reply. 
Nine allow but one, seven but two, and four 
allow three. The remaining eight unions 
allow one apprentice to a certain number 
of journeymen, usually one lad to five work- 
men, with the exception of the Steam Fit- 
ters’ Union, which allows every journeyman 
to havea “helper.” As there are but few 
employersin any one trade even inacity 
as large as New-York, and as the term of ap- 
prenticeship is usually four years, this 
allowance of one, two, or even more appren- 
tices to a shop is a virtual exclusion of boys 
from the trades where such rules exist. In 
regard to the instruction received by the 
few lads who are allowed to learn the trades 
only seventeen unions out of the fifty-two 
answering state that apprentices are taught 
all branches of the trade, and thirty-five 
out of forty-two unions say there is no at- 
tempt made to ascertain what the appren- 
tice has learned when his term expires. 

Not only do the unions put this narrow 
limit on the number of young men who 
shall enter the trades, but they are ready to 
lend aid to a union unable otherwise to 
cope with the evils which it is believed 
flow from unrestricted boy labor. Until 
last September the journeymen plumbers’ 
union of this city allowed, like the steam 
fitters, one ‘“‘helper’ to each journeyman. 
Then a change of policy was decided upon, 
and the master plumbers were notified to 
reduce by three-fourths the number of lads 
in the trade. The masters refused, a strike 
was ordered, and twelve hundred journey- 
men quit work. This strike is stillin ex- 
istence, the master plumbers having to con- 
tend, not only with their own men, but with 
bricklayers, carpenters, and machinists, 
who stop work when by doing so they can 
force the obnoxious boys out of a building. 
To assist this campaign against these lads 
the Knights of Labor voted $10,000 at the 
Richmond Convention. 

The great majority of boys who are born 
in this city must earn their living by the 
labor of their hands when they become 
men. Todoso profitably they must learn 
how to work while they are young. To for- 
bid their learning inflicts an injury upon 
them which can never be remedied. 








RUSSIA IN THE BALKANS. 

The quantity of emblematic bread and 
salt taken by Prince FERDINAND in his 
various visits to Bulgarian towns has been 
great, but now comes a sudden suspicion 
that ail this may be only preliminary to 
his being put by Russia on a diet of what 
Americans call “crow.” It might not be 
pleasant for NIKIFOROFF, who at the 
Rustchuk banquet declared that “ we will 
cover the Balkans with corpses rather than 
allow enemies to enter our country,” to eat 
his words; but since that gentleman was 
concerned in the plot that resulted in the 
dethronement of Prince ALEXANDER there 
may be doubt as to whom he meant by the 
enemies of the country. The special reason 
for the new suspicion is the remark of the 
Metropolitan at Sofia that the Prince will 
endeavor to reconcile Russia and the report 
that a Russtan Commissioner will acvom- 
pany ARTIN Effendi to Bulgaria. It has 
been an obvious possibility that Frrpr- 
NAND might submit to Russia’s demands as 
the price of retaining his throne. The re- 
cency of hisinterest in his new people, the 
amateur character of his statecraft, and his 
eagerness to wear a crown would aid the 
accomplishment of such a purpose by Rus- 
sia, should she choose to entertain it. 

It may be doubted, however, whether this 
will be Russia’s procedure. Her diplomacy 
would certainly have no scruples at such in- 
direction, and accusations that she was 
compassing her ends by bribing the Prince 
to commit treachery to those who had given 
him their confidence and allegiance would 
hardly disturb the cynical policy that pro- 
duced the abdication of ALEXANDER and 
closed the port of Batoum. But Russia has 
taken open ground before Europe inconsist- 
ent with accepting as a compromise the 
mere filling of the throne of Bulgaria by 
a ruler willing to submit to her. Her 
contention from the first has been that the 
Berlin treaty shall be restored. That treaty 
does not admit the consolidation of 
Eastern Roumelia with Bulgaria. The 
Sobranje which chose Prince FERDINAND 
contained delegates from Eastern Roumelia, 
and Russia is on record as declaring that to 
such an irregularity she will never submit. 
Hence it is difficult to believe that she 
would sacrifice her protests to an underhand 
arrangement with Prince FERDINAND to de- 
ceive his new subjects. 

A personal compact of this sort between 
the Czar and the Prince might also be fruit- 
less. If a small minority of Bulgarians 
could depose a ruler lawfully chosen, who 
had reigned for years and was the popular 
hero, the vast majority of Bulgarians could 
make short work with an adventurer whose 
first act was to betray them. Thus on all 
grounds it seems unlikely that Prince Frr- 
DINAND has been “ squared” to suit Russian 
purposes. Indeed, it appears unjust to at- 
tribute duplicity to him on mere inference, 
since the hope and purpose to conciliate 
Russia were expressed by him immediately 
on his election, and the wisdom of doing 
this was apparent. His spirited language 
also, in referriug to Bulgaria’s future, would 
have been a mockery if uttered with a pur- 
pose to subject the country to the Russian 
yoke. For, with all the deprecatory expla- 
nations of M. Tuxicovitcu, Prince FEr- 
DINAND’s words implied at least no sacrifice 
of Bulgaria’s present claims. ; 

Hence the Russian circular declaring that 




















the Czar will not accept FERDINAND’s 
election as valid, and the proposition made 
throngh CHAKIR Pasha that Russia and 
Turkey should jointly occupy Eastern Rou- 
melia and Bulgaria, must be taken as the 
real expression of theCzar’s present purposes. 
If Prince FERDINAND could arrange for the 
summoning of another Grand Sobranje, with 
Roumelian Deputies excluded, which should 
elect him Prince of Bulgaria proper, and he 
should then be appointed also by the Porte 
Governor-General of Eastern Roumelia, 
Russia’s objections to the form of the elec- 


tion might perhaps be overcome.

That the ticket-speculating nuisance in 
front of the doors of our theatres can be 
stopped, if the managers are really intent upon 
stopping it, has been fully proved by the vic- 
tory of Col. McCAULL over the speculators at 
Wallack’s. Last Summer the Colonel drove them 
from the house by summary measures, and they 
gave Wallack’s a wide berth until the crowds 
drawn by the new cpera proved too great a 
temptation for them, and early this week 
they reappeared in force. The same measures 
adoptea last Summer were employed again. 
Patrons of the theatre wero warned that tickets 
purchased on the sidewalk would not be re- 
ceived at the door, and the speculators were 
driven from their only available selling stand, 
in front of the house. The result was that, 
after a little more than an hour’s fight for 
what they claim to be their “right” to annoy 
the public, the speculators surrendered and 
were glad to sell their tickets at the box office 
for what they paid for them. The patrons of 
Wallack’a can now reach the door without 
being pushed and pulled about by a. dozen 
noisy vendors of tickets in the street, and 
everybody has a fair show at the box office 
on equai terms. What has been done by Col. 
McCAULL can be done by every manager in 
the city, and the inference is justified that 
those who do not do it are themselves interested 
in the speculation swindle. 





NOTES FROM THE ISTHMUS. 


CANAL MISTAKES, A BULL FIGHT, SEV- 
ERAL GALES, AND A BAD FIRE. 


PaNAMA, Aug. 16.—The interview with 
M. Roudier recently published in THE TIMES 
created no end of discussion in canal circles 
here, and [ put it mildly when I say that that 
genticman was gratuitously treated to much 
abuse by the canal people and its friends. The 
latter term embraces every man, woman, and 
child from Colon to Panama, for the canal com- 
pany is the life and stay of the isthmus. The 
failure of de Lesseps’s big scheme would exert 
a most depressing influence on every branch of 
industry here, and not a few would be irrevoca- 
bly ruined in consequence. It is their policy, 
therefore, to assume no unfriendly front to the 
company, and they become terribly incensed 
with the New-York press when it publishes such 
telling statements and gives publicity to affairs 
that would never otherwise see the light of day. 
No trained eye is needed to detect the inade- 
quacy of the work accomplished, when consid- 
ering the vast sums of money already spent. 
Indeed, one is astounded that so little is done. 
With so much money and six years of labor the 
company ought to have made traces of a canal 
that the dullest of God’s creatures could easily 
recognize without being snperabundantly 
equipped with engineering skill. The expend- 
iture of 80 much money is not explained away 
by costly lessons in the past. That would be 
too palpable an admission of incompetence on 
the part ofthe company. Indeed, it is not ex- 
plained in any way. The company has always 
been, and even still is, lavish with the money 
supplied it, to an extent that approaches crimi- 
nality, and it is safe to say that not all the 
money at —— in the company’s coffers, to- 
gether with all it will receive from the last 
loan, will suffice to complete the canal. 

Just now there is considerable discussion rela- 
tive to the moving of the company’s heud- 
quarters trom Panama to Colon, and the likeli- 
hood is that this will be done in the very near 
future. Cristobal Colon is a town—to use the 
appellation in the absence of a better—that has 
been actually mado by the canal company, and 
is owned and its affairs administered by them 
exclusively, with no connection whatever with 
the municipality of Colon. The company has 
put up many magnificent buildings in Cristobal 
Colon and is at present actively engaged in 
erecting others. un Colon, where great joy pre- 
vails on account of this projected change, they 
say, with no inconsiderable force, that having 
the headquarters of the canal at Panama is-lixe 
having the entrance to a mansion in the 
rear. Panama, of course, thinks differently. 
The company’s headquarters here are situated 
in a building which was originally put up for a 
first-class hotel, and which cost the company, it 
is said, $60,000. If so, the company paid $30,000 
or $40,000 too much forit. But this is on a cor- 
responding scale with all their expenditures. 
Besides this building, Dingler'’s ‘‘ Palace’ was 
put up at enormous expense, only to be left un- 
occupied, or rather, converted into a smallpox 
hospital. The company bas spent many millions 
in this way, and doubtless would spend as many 
more in removing the Colon. This is the argu- 
ment that Panama advances against the re- 
moval, but it is the one of all least likely to 
avail with the company, four they are and al- 
ways have been perfectly regardiess of expenses. 

The number of lives that the Panama Railroad 
is responsible for is simply astounding. The ac- 





they are of such frequent occurrence that they 
are now regarded with all the nonchalanceo of 
common, every-day affairs. Itis not to be won- 
dered at, however, that so many people are has- 
tened out of this world in this manner, for the 
track runs the length of the principal street in 
Colon—Front-street—and itoften happens that 
a long train of cars prevents crossing for many 
minutes ata time. Nor is speed siackened up 
when running through this street, and hardy or 
foolish men, eager to croas over, will attempt to 
do so even 1f the locomotive is only a few 
yards off. The almost invariable sequel can 
easily be imagined—a body disfigured be- 
yona all possible recognition and _ left 
to be shoveled up. But the latest accident oc- 
curred in Gatun, the first station out from 
Colon, where a poor woman lost both her legs in 
failing to get off the platform in time. Gatun 
furnishes anotheritem. This little village, per- 
haps a characteristic one on the “line,” was 
completely wiped out by a conflagration last 
week. Theinhabitanta were without the means 
of fighting the fire, and it spread from house to 
house with characteristic rapidity. Over 500 
persons were rendered homeless. A few days 
after the fire four bodies, in a state of decompo- 
sition, were seen floating out from the canal, 
which up to this point is an accomplished fact 
and admits of navigation into the sea. They are 
supposed to have been victims of the fire at 
Gatun, and were allowed to continue their ocean 
voyage. 

I went toa bull fight a few Sundays ago, but 
it was not largely attended. Since the genuine 
toreros from Spain visited this city and charmed 
local lovers of the brutal sport with their artist- 
ic performaners, the public only contents itself 
on protest with the native imitators of the art. 
Five bulls in al! ana four men took part. No at- 
-tempt was made to kill any of the animals, but 
the bulls, already savage, were rendered doubly 
80 by the flaunting red flags carried by the bull 
fighters, and the fiendish banderil/as which were 
stuck in the sboulders cf the poor animals. The 
two favorites were “Boulanger” and ‘“ Glad- 
stone.” The former, on account ef hia fighting 
propensity, his ferocity and bloodthirstinéss.was 
very fitly named. He savored a decided 
triumph ard received round and round of 
applause in consequence, while the poor un- 
fortunate, gored in the side and trampled under 
foot, was taken away helpless by bis compan- 
ions. A funeral procession was in order tho 
next day, and “ Boulanger,” though bleeding 
from many wounds inflicted with the banderillas 
and chating in his confinement, seemed toler- 
ably contented, as if conscious of the fact that 
his whilom tormenter graced the foremost rank 
of the cortéze. When all the bulls had been sev- 
erally tormented the entire herd was let loose in 
the arena, and men and boys, nota few of whom 
were the worse for drink, rushed from the 
amphitheatre into the ring to further torment 
them. It was a wonder that a great many of 
these were not killed outrigat by the infuriated 
animals. Rushing into the crowd, the bulls 
knocked down many of them, and tossed still 
others high up in the air. 

Advices from the Southern Pacific coast are to 
the effect that considerable activity prevails in 
commercial circles. There seems to be a great 
mining boom all along the coast. In Peru it is 
said that the nitrate business was never 80 
brisk. During one fortnight recently the sales 
of over 48.000,000 pounds of nitrate were ef- 
fected at $2 614 per 100 pounds. 

The Chilian cities of Santiago and Valparaiso 
were recently the scenes of the severest gales 
that have occurred in many decades. The latter 
city suffered especially, for great damage was 
done on land to the crops and houses and many 
disasters occurred to the shipping in port. The 
gale in Valparaiso was succeeded by torrents of 
rain, which flooded the city in various parts. The 
railroad track was strewn with the débris of de- 
railed cars and wrecked locomotives and travel 
was impeded for a long time.

OVER THE DEMAND OF COAL MINERG 
FOR AN ADVANCE IN WAGES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 26.—The coal minerg 
in the Lehigh and lower anthracite regions have 
asked for an advance in wages, and there are 
prospects of trouble. ‘Lhe region comprisey 
Carbon, Columbia, Dauphin, Schuyikill, ans 
Northumberland Counties, and the lower see. 
tions of Luzerne County. The many thow 
sands of miners in this district claim 
that the operators have openly violated their 
contracts, and the men are ready fora great up- 
rising. Inthe neighborhood of 50,000 miners 
are interested in this movement, and they have 
issued to the corproations a schedule in the 
form ofa circular. The miners ask for an aa- 
vance which, if granted, will sive them 15 per 
cent. on their present wages. The circulag 
closes with a request foran answer by Sept. 5. 

National Master Workman W. T. Lewis, & 
National District Assembly No. 134, an asseme 
Lm | embracing nearly all the miners and mine 
laborers in Pennsylvania, was in the city te 
day preparing fora visit to the anthracite re 
gions, where he expects. to meet # 
number of the operators in reference 
to the demands of the men. In speaking of the 
circular and miners’ affairs generally Mr. Lewie 
said: * [his circular, which sets forth the de- 
mands of the minera in the anthracite region, 


has been in preparation for ulmost six 
months. Everything has been carefully 
compiled from statistics, and the men 


are ready with facts and figures to prove their 
position. There is nothing hasty about the 
movement. Itis directed by conservative men, 
and the burden of proof rests with theoperators, 
who must show the men they gre wrong. 
The men intend to stand by their cir- 
cular to the full extont of the meaning 
of standing firm. The men will act as a unit, 
The demand was a joint act by the Knights, the 
Amalgamated Association, and the Eccentric 
Engineers’ Association. The men are not to be 
trampled upor any longer as they have been in 
the past. They know their demands are just, 
yet they court investigation and are willing to 
Dave the matter arbitrated. 

“The condition of affairs among the coal 
miners of this country is disgraceful. Uniesa 
one has traveled among them he can get no idea 
of the frightful state in which they live. Brad- 
sireet’s gives the earnings of miners as from 
$lz to $14 a week, while it is actually 
about half that. But we do not want & 
strike. There bas been enough misery already. 
Our board is disposed to act conservatively. We 
recently issued a brief and concise circular to 
the members of the district in relation to the 
two-weeks’ pay law. The menin Indiana, Illinois, 
West Virginia, and Virginia were going to strike 
for its adoption, but we advised them not to, 
but to bring the matter into the courts. The 
Indiana operators agreed to abide by the law 
and are going to test its constitutionality. 
Thatis what we propose to do right here in 
Pennsylvania. As soon as possible we are going 
tosingle out one corporation and request it 
to abide by the law. If the corporation refuses 
we will bring suit, going through all the stages 
required by law as rapidly as possible and test 
its constitutionality. As corporations are com- 
pelled to pay 6 percent. for all time over two 
weeks they retain the money, we will have somes 
chance of settling the matter.” 

A wember of the General Executive Board 
said: ‘* We would advise the companies to grant 
the request of the men. They have not made a 
demand which, on investigation, will be found 
fauity, but they have prepared it 
with great care and _ caution. There 
is a bad enough state of affairs here, but it is far 
worse west. The men are kicking against the 
protective tariff. The operators have until Sept. 
5 to consider this question, which demands im- 
meilate attention.” 

While in this.city Mr. Lewis settled a coal 
strike of 200 men at Finleyviile, near Pittsburg. 
The operator came to this city, and the matter 
was settled to-day at the general headquarters. 
Mr. Lewis says the men are growing stronger 
and stronger, and by next year a big organiza- 
tion will be effected.

BURNED A SEOOND TIME. 








THE MONTREAL “HERALD” BUILDING 
ENTIRELY DESTROYED. 

MONTREAL, Aug. 26.—The Herald Building 
was burned to the ground to-night for the second 
time within five years. It was of solid stone, 
five stories in height, and situated at St. James- 
street and Victoria-square. The fire broke our 
in the bindery, and spread with such ra 


pidity that before the firemen arrived 
the whole building was one mass ol 
flames. Fortunately there was an unlimited 


supply of water in this district or the fire wonld 
inevitably -have, spread on every side... The 
whole brigade was summoned and the. building 
was literally flooded with water, but this had 
little effect on the mass of burning oil, printer’s 
ink, and other inflammable material, and the 
flames reached across St. James-street, threat- 
ening the buildings on the other side. These 
were only saved by being continually washed 
down by four powerful streams, but the sparks 
wore carried completely over the block and set 
fire to some buildings on St. Henry-street. These 
were, however, taken in time. 

The heat by this time was so great that it was 
impossible to get near the burning building, and 
the flames, leaping away up into tbe air, caused 
the greatest alarm among the up-town residents, 
who thought the whole of the business por- 
tion of the city was being destroyed. About 9 
o'clock the walls began to fall in, and haly 
an hour later the fire was completely under 
control. The building cost $68,000 at auction 
sale, and was owned by George W. Stephens. 
The Herald Printing Company loses its whole 
plant, valued at over $70,000, on which there ig 
very little insurance. The ground floor was oo 
cupied as stores and offices, all of which were 
of course, destroyed.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Aug. 26.—It now 
seems a foregone conclusion that the New-Jersey 
cranberry crop will be much shorter than it has 
been for years. A few weeks ago the vines were 


full of berries and looked remarkably healthy, 
but since then the scald has set in on some 
prolific bogs, damaging them considerably. In 
addition to this, the insect plague has cut many 
of the vines so badly that they look as ifa fire 
had passed through them. Competent judges 
estimate that there will not be more than half a 
crop, but the shortage will be more than made 
up by the Cape Cod berries, of which there will 
pe a big yield.

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THE SUPREME COURT TO HEAR 
HIS OASE SEPT. 7%. 

‘AN EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL TERM 
CALLED BY THE GOVERNOR—PROB- 
ABLY NO APPLICATION FOR BAIL. 

District Attorney Martine came to the city 
from Seabright yesterday morning. On the 
steamer from Sandy Hook he had read what the 
daily papers gave about the Sharp case with un- 
usual interest and appeared at his office smiling 
and cheerfully confident of the outcome of his 
application to the Governor for an order con- 
vening an extraordinary General Term of tho 

Bupreme Court. The first intimation that his 

move, in anticipation of Judge Potter's decision 

granting a permanent stay, had been successtul, 
was contained in the following dispatch: 

District Attorney, New-York: 

In pursuance of your application, Gov. Hill has 
to-day made an order convening an extraordinary 
term in and for the city of New-York for Wednes- 


day, Sept. 7 next. 
. F, CRAGIN, Acting Private Secretary. 


“That's business,” exclaimed the District At- 
torney, as he glanced at the calendar to see how 
much time intervened petween now and the date 
— Subsequently the formal order came as 
folluws: 


STATE OF NEW-YORK, EXECUTIVE CHAMBER, 
ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 26, 1887. 

It appearing to my satisfaction, upon the applica- 
tion of the District Attorney of the city and county 
of New-York, that the public interest requires it, 
therefore, in accorcance with the statute in such 
case made and provided, it is hereby ordered that an 
extraordinary General Term of the Supreme Court 
of the State of New-York, of andforthe First Judi- 
cial Department, be held at the Court House in the 
city of New-York on Wednesday, the 7th day of Sep- 
tember, A. D. 1887, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon; 
and it is hereby further ordered that due notice of the 
bolding of such extraordinary General Term of the 
Supreme Court be made by publication of this order 
in the Albany Argus and Albany Times newspapers 
for one day. 

Given under my hand and the privy seal of the 
State at the Capitol, in the city of Albany, this 26th 
day of August in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred aud eighty-seven.

The customary notice was at once sent from 
the District Attorney’s office to Sharp's attor- 
neys. Mr. Martine’s assistant, De Lancey Nicoll, 
was also informed of the Governor’s order, and 
he telegraphed from Bar Harbor that he would 
return to the city Monday to prepare for the 
General Term. Mr. Martine said he expected to 
goto Saratoga Monday, but would hold himself 
in readiness for demands in the Sharp case. 

The application to the Governor forthe extra- 


ordinary General Term was framed in these 
words: 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S OFFICE, CITY AND COUNTY i 
OF NEW-YORK, NEW-YORK, Aug. 11, 1887. 
To the Governor: 

On the 29th day of June, 1887, at the last Court of 
Oyer and Terminer in this county, one Jacob Sharp 
was duly convicted of the crimeof bribing a member 
of the Common Council of the city of New-York. 
The evidence adduced upon the trial disclosed a con- 
spiracy formed in this city in the year 1884 between 
the persons named in the indictment to procure a 
franchise for a surface railroad on Broadway, in this 
city, by bribing as many members of the Common 
Council as it might be necessary to bribe to obtain 
from them the franchise in question. The evidence 
niso disclosed the fact that the Alderman named in 
the indictment was bribed in pursuance of such con- 
Bpiracy, and that the defendant Sharp was the head 
and front of the corrupt combination and the chief 
beneficiary of the grave public crimes perpetrated 
by it. It was admitted upon the trial that the fruits 
pt his crime amounted to the enormous sum of 
$1,500,000, which he now retains. 

Having been thus convicted, the defendant, upon 
the 14th day of July, 1887, appeared in the Court of 
Over aud Terminer, and before the Justice who pre- 
sided at the trial, made.a motion fora new trial ana 
in arrest of judgment. Both of said motions having 
been denied, the defendant was duly sentenced by 
the court to the term of four years’ imprisonment in 
the State prison and to pay a fine of $5,000. On the 
same day the prisoner, alleging that he intended to 
appeal from the judgment, obtained from Mr. Jus- 
tice Joseph Potter, a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
a temporary stay of proceedings, pending the hear- 
ing and determination of a motion fora certificate 
necessary toa permenant eS of proceedings under 
asction 527 of the Code of Criminal Procedure. 
Hearing upon this ‘motion having been adjourned 
until the 26th day of July, 1887, argument was had, 
and the determination of the motion 1s now under 
consideration by Mr. Joseph Potter, Justice. 

Should the stay of proceedings be granted, the de- 
fendant will doubtless at once apply to be admitted 
to bail pending the appeal. The admission of the 
defendant to bail pending the appeal, is not a matter 
vfright, but only of discretion. But, should that 
Hiscretion be exercisedin favor of the aefendant by 
admitting him to bail, I cannot but believe that he 
would depart from the jurisdiction of the court and 
fail to respond, in case the judgment should, on ap- 
péal, be attirmed. My fears are based upon commu- 
ications made to me by persons in a position to pe 
‘weil informed, that the defendant has _ re- 
peatedly said that had he believed he had 
one chance in twenty of bein convictei, 
he would never have awaited his trial. Un- 
der these circumstances, I beg to invite the ,at- 
tention of your Excellency to the consideration of 
the question whether, under the powers conferred 
upon you by section 234 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure, an extraordinary General Term of the Su- 
premwe Court in this department should not be con- 
‘vened for the purpose of hearing the defendant’s ap- 
peal. The next General Term in this department 
‘will not be held until the first Monday in October of 
the current year. Under the section of the Code of 
Civil Procedure above referred to, you are empow- 
ered to convene an extraordinary General Term of 
the Supreme Court, when in your opinion the public 
interest so requires. 

I beg to submit to you certain considerations, 
which { hope may convince you that the public in- 
terests require the convening of an extraordinary 
General Term in this department, in the month of 
August, 1887, forthe purpose of hearing the appeal 
of the defendant Sharp. The convening of an ex- 
traordinary General Term at the time and for the 
purpose stated would prevent the scandal upon the 
administration of justice which would result from 
the spectacie of the defendant’s absconding after 
having been admitted to bail pending an appeal. 
For no learned Justice of the Supreme Court would 

, admit the defendant to bail when such a short in- 
terval must elapse before the sitting of the court to 
‘hear his appeal. The only ground for admitting the 
defendant to bail after granting a stay of proceed- 
ings would be the hardship of keeping the defend- 
ant confined in prison, when, in the opinion of the 
Judge granting a certificate, there was reasonabie 
doubt as to whether the judgment would stand.. But 
the hardship would be so inconsiderable if the de- 
fendant had the privilege of having nis appeal heard 
atan ep f day, that judicial discretion would not 
then, in all probability, be exercised in his favor. 
There are pending in the county of New-York a 
large number of indictments against bribe-givers 
aud bribe-takers, arising out of the procurement by 
the Broadway Surface Railroad Company, trom the 
Board of Aldermen of 1884, of their consent to oper- 
te arailroaion Broadway. That the prosecution 
‘of these indictments would be seriously prejudiced 
by the escape of the chief malefactor is obvious. 
| But not only that. His escape in the way I have 
‘indicated would be alasting scandal upon the ad- 
ministration of law in this city, and tend to bring

Paillard, but said that whatever abuse was used 
Was well merited. E 

M. Mathot gave the history of both parties to 
the case. M. Bordel was born at Vertaizon, 
(Rey de Déme,) and his most intimate friend in 
youth was the complainant's father, who was 
an ofticial dealerin wine at Bercy. M. Bordel 
came to America 12 years ago. Shortly after 
young Paillard followed, and through his 
father’s old friendship obtained employment 
with M. Bordel as cellar man. M. Bordel treat- 
ed him with the utmost kindness, and 
Paillard became his confidential clerk. Ten 
yeara ago M. Mathot began to be M, 
Bordel’s legal adviser. In 1883 Paillard 
posed as ‘* Capt.” Paillard, or Nicolas, talked 
of his service with this and that regiiment, and 
set himself up as a famous fencer. A number of 
gentlemen who believed in his prowess made 
him fencing master at the Twenty-fourth-street 
club. M. Mathot went to Europe in May and 
returned last week. In the interim, Patllard in- 
duced M. Bordel to sign a numberof papers on 
the plea that his affairs were involved. One of 
the papers, which M. Bordel did not read, was 
an assignment by him of his business to Paillard. 
Three weeks ago Paillard put M. Bordel out in 
the street with $41n his pocket. Friends rallied 
around him, and he has just started in business 
in Pwenty-fifth-street. Paillard followed up the 
ejectment of M. Bordel by serving him with the 
following notice: 

Notice is given to M. Bordel to remove what prop- 
erty of his may remain at 404 before Saturday, 27th 
inst. If he fails to ao thisI shall send it to 107 West 
Twenty-fifth-street. H, NICOLAS. 


M. Mathot arrived home in time to take 
charge of M. Bordel's affairs, and an application 
to annul the assignment on the ground of fraud 
has been prepared for the Court of Common 
Pieas. M. Muathot did not, under the circum- 
stances, think that M. Bordel had done more 
than an indignant man turned out of house and 
home and forced to begin life anew was entitled 
to do. 

“Capt.” Paillard declined to talk about 
business affairs. It would be proper to discuss 
them when he was sued civilly. He had been 
annoyed several times by M. Bordel and wanted 

yvrotection. Justice Duffy paroled M. Bordel on 

his personal recognizance, he promising not to 
again molest the complainant. After he left the 
court M. Bordei said that when the assignment 
was obtained from him he was solvent.

CUTTING OFF BIG EXPENSES. 


RECEIVER GILROY’S FIRST WORK IN 
FMITCHELL, VANCE & CO.’S STORE. 
Receiver Gilroy began work at the store 

of Mitchell, Vance & Co. yesterday morning by 

discharging Manager and Treasurer Smith. He 

did not discharge the latter’s son, however, but 

kept him at the salary of $10 a week which he 

has received heretofore. He also retained Sec- 
retary Bonner to assist him in the work 
of taking the inventories. The Receiver 
has made a sweeping reduction in the 
payroll of the concern. He found that 


the gaiary list of the big Broadway store aggre- 
gated $106,750 a year, and reduced the pay of 
nearly every one of the employes, making a sav- 
ing thereby of $44,650. At the factory he found 
that there were between 600 and 800 men em- 
ployed. He engaged the Superintendent, E. A. 
C. Kaysel, and inatructed him to discharge all 
but 100 of the employes, including the foremen 
of the various departments. These men wilt be 
required for some time to complete unfinished 
work, so as to make it marketable, and to assist 
in taking the inventories at the factory. The 
work of inventorying the «stock of gas fixtures 
and other goods was being pushed rapidly for- 
ward in the store yesterday. 

Mr. Gilroy was at the store from an early hour 
in the morning until latein the afternoon. He 
said that he had found the condition of the busi- 
ness much worse than he expected, and that if 
seemed to him that there had been gross wis- 
management somewhere, if nothing more. Witn 
regard to the money due to the employes at the 
factory, which is now three weeks in arrears, 
and amounts to about $18,200, he said that he 
would pay it as soon as possible. He had 
been received, he said, by the employes and 
stockholders with much greater good will 
than he expected, and believed that he bad made 
a@ good impression upon them. What he proposes 
to dois todispose of the stock of goods as fast 
ek poten consistent with getting good prices, 
and try and realize as much as possible for those 
interested. Mr. Kaysel said that the factory 
employes were perfectly willingto wait for their 
money, and the only thing they felt bad about 
was losing theiremployment. The men had al- 
ways worked in harmony with the company, he 
said, and there nad never been a strike or lock- 
out inits history.

OFFICES YET 10 BE FILLED. 


POLITICIANS LAUGHING AT THE MAY- 
OR’S REASONS FOR DELAY. 

The politicians explain, ina very shrewd 
way, Mayor Hewitt’s failure to appoint suc- 
cessors to Street-Cleaning Commissioner Cole- 
man, Park Commissioner Crimmins, and Tax 
Commissioner Donnelly, and to fill the vacancy 
in the Fire Board. They laugh at the reasons 
given by the Mayor for his inaction, and explain 
his course in this way: 

There are, they.say, threo sections of the 
Democracy in this city: First, the friends of 
William R. Grace; second, the Tammany Hall 
men, led by Richard Croker, and third, the 

*County Democracy men, led by Maurice J. 
Power. By maintaining the vacancy in the Fire 


Board, the Mayor keeps ex-Mayor Grace’s 
friends, Henry D. Purroy and Mr. Croker, both 
ot whom want to control the Fire Department, 
subservient to him. By holding the sword of 
uncertainty over the head of Street-Cleaning 
Commissioner Coleman, Mr, Power, of the 
County Dewocracy, is kept in line; while by not 
filling the vacancies in the Tax aud Park De- 
vurtments, certain more or iess independent 
emocrats are prevented from seeing very 
many errors in the Mayor’s statesmanship. 

It is, of course, unfortunate for the Mayor 
that such impressions should get abroad, and it 
is not very complimentary to him that these im- 

yressions sbould be generaliy regarded as true. 

r. Hewitt has indulged in a great deal of talk 
about waiting for anangel to turn up as a Cap- 
didate for the offices to be filled, and otherwise 
has sought to excuse his tardiness in making the 
appointments, All this talk is regarded as 
nonsense by the politicians as well as by no 
small body of independent citizens who are in- 
terested in seeing the affairs of the city properly 
conducted, No Mayor of the city has ever found 
an angel in human form to accept an appoint- 
ment to public office, and the politicians cannot 

‘well see how a Mayor that appointed Richard 
Croker for the long term inthe Fire Board would 
be very anxious to get angels to hold office under 
him, Thus it happens that Mr. Hewitt is credited 
with a desire to capitalize the power of the re- 
maining vacancies by not filling them, and so 
holding the rod over the heads of conspicuous 
members of the three wings of the local Democ- 
racy. 

Asa matter of factin regard to the vacacy in 
the Fire Board the Mayor has pledged himself 
to Mr. Croker not to appoint a man inimical to 
him, and has told Mr. Purrvy that on no account 
would a straight-out Croker man be appointed. 
As both Croker and Purroy know what the 
Mayor told each of them, they are wondering 
how the Mayor will makeaselection. As the 
Mayor is under the special guidance of Mr. 
Croker, it is thouxht likely that the latter will 
finally succeed in his plans to get control of the 
Fire Department. 

The Mayor bas given it out that he has been 
considericg the propriety of appointing ex-Pub- 
lic Works Commissioner Allan Campbell as Park 
Commissioner, to succeed John D. Crimmins. 
He has said that he would not hesitate, only he 
had expected to get a younger man. It may be, 
however, that Mr. Campbell will be selected. 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR TYRANNY. 


FORCING THE DISCHARGE OF A WORK- 
MAN WHO WOULD NOT JOIN THEM. 
The Knights of Labor have succeeded in 

depriving a single workman of employment, and 

there is much glee in the ranks of the order 
over the feat. The unfortunate fellow who has 
lost his place is a skilled workman, and uatil re- 
cently commanded good wages. He is a quiet, 
gentlemanly person, but unable to comprehend 
the great advantages derived from membership 
with the Knights. To all their entreaties to join 


he has turned a deaf ear, and hence his mis- 
fortune. 

Bergmann & Co. are manufacturers of elec- 
trical appliances at Avenue B and Seventeenth- 
street. About a yeur ago their workmen de- 
mnanded eight hours a day iusteadoften. A 
compromise was effected on about nine hours. 
Ashort time ago the firm sent notices toits 
employes that after Sept. 12° the ten-hour 
schedule would again be in force, as by paying 
for ten hours’ work and getting eight the firm 
failed to make a profit from its business. There 
had nearly been a strike over*the first demand, 
and when the return waa ordered to old hours 
there was immediately talk of another. Iu 
neither excitement had this workman—whose 
name 18 withheld because he is fearful of draw- 
ing down on himself more enmity from the 
Kuights—taken any part. He was approached 
time and again and on each occasion, when re- 
quested to join the would-be strikers and the 
Knights, courteously replied that be was hired 
by Bergmann & Co., was making a good living, 
and did not care to do anything to forfeit his 
place as his first duty was to his family. 

But this was far from satisfying his fellow 
workmen. During the two weeks since thé an- 
nouncement of the return to old working hours 
up to a day or so ago, when the anti-Knight 
workmen finally gave up the fight, he was per- 
secuted inevery way. There isin the place, he 
says, a gang of German Socialists, and one of the 
number was the firgt toinsult him. He went to 
Mr. Bergmann and asked if he would be dis- 
charged if he gave the fellow a licking. He was 
assured that he would, and then asked to be 
transferred from his work on fine experimental 
instruments to the typewriter department. This 
could not be done, and. he bore his hard lot 
as best he could for a_ while. Then 
the foreman came to him and asked why he 
had been making disparaging remarks about 
him to the other workmen. It was then found 
that his honorable fellow-workmen had lied to 
the foreman to accomplish their ends. Finally 
the Knights and Socialists wentin a body to 
Mr. Bergmann and said that they would not 
work any longer with the man in the shops. 
To avoid a strike the unlucky chap was called 
and informed that there was nothing for him 
to do but leave, and he left. 

Inquiry yesterday at the office of Bergmann 
& Co. proved the truth of the story as told 
by the discharged employe. ‘“*‘ He was one of 
the best workmen we ever had,” said one of 
those in charge, and he added, meditatively: 
“The Knights will drive him crazy yet.”

THE RIGHT TO A STAGE NAME. 


“Mr. Thomas W. Keene, the young Amer- 
ican tragedian,” has, for the present at least, no 
existence on this subdlunary sphere, Thomas R. 
Eagleson, who has been the proud possessor of 
the title, having been restrained by Judge Don- 
ohue from blazoning himself to the world there- 
by until after a hearing in Supreme Court, Cham- 


bers, next Monday, when the Judge will decide 
whether or not the injunction shall be made 
permanent. 

The litigation grows out of a quarrel between 
Eagleston and his discoverer, William R. Hay- 
den, the theatrical manager. Mr. Hayden claims 
that when, in the Spring of 1880, he was look- 
ing. round for some one to rival McCullough 
and Barrett as [Shakespeurean stare, he was rec- 
ommended to Eagleston, who was then a stock 
actor at the Boston Theatre; that he took bim, 
bestowed the name of Thomas W. Keene upon 
him, costumed him, ‘‘ staked” him, and, to make 
a long story short, fitted himout as Richard IIL, 
Macbeth, and the whole range of Shakespear- 
eun heroes. Under his administration, Mr. 
Hayden says, Eagleston flourished, and 
the name of ThomasW. Keene became famous on 
the American stage. But now Mr. Hayden com- 
plains, although Eagleston is under contract to 
him, he utterly refuses to fulfill it, and, having 
made arrangements to travel under the manage- 
mentof Ariel N. Barney, one of Mr. Hayden’s 
former employe’s, Eagleston is about to begin a 
theatrical tour under the name of Thomas W. 
Keene, which name 18 the professional property 
—trade mark as it were-of Mr. Hayden.”* The 
affidavits accompanying the application for the 
injunction state that Eagheston intended to leave 
the city to-morrow evemng.

MR. JACKSON ON THE STAND 


HE TELLS MR. OKEY ABOUT 


CASTILE GARDEN. 
AGENT DOANE I8 EXAMINED, BUT RE- 
FUSES TO ANSWER MANY OF THE 
' QUESTIONS PUT TO HIM. 

Commissioner Taintor was the only mem- 
ber of the Board of Emigration Commissioners 
present yesterday at the inquiry into the affairs 
of the board conducted by Daniel Okey at the 
Custom House. The Commissioner was ex- 
tremely affable, and said that he would delay 
taking his family to the Catskill Mountains in 
order to be able to testify to-day. He suggested 
several questions to Mr. Okey, of which that 
gepvtleman availed himself. 

Superintendent Jackson, of Castle Garden, 
was the first witness. He described how, after 
immigrants landed, their name, destination, and 
nationality were registered, and how doubtful 
cases were sent to another part of the Garden 
for re-examination. He said that, for the ac- 
commodation of immigrants, a large space with 
seats and benches, 2 washroom, hospital, labor 
bureau, and baggage storage department were 
provided, 

‘* What does the restaurant keeper pay for his 
privileges?” asked Mr, Okey. 

“The annual sum of $6,250. Metzger is the 
man. The contract isin the hands of Commis- 


sioner Hurlbut, who is now at Saratoga. It 
provided the scale of prices for a certain kind of 
provisions. 

* But $6,250 is a very large sum,” remarked 
Mr. Okey. ** How is it he 1s able to pay 1t out of 
the resources of bis pocket?” 

“He has a large business,” said Superintend- 
ent Jackson. *“ He pays no rent and for no gas.” 
Mr. Jackson said that In Castle Garden rye 
bread cost 16 cents a loaf; white bread, 10 cents; 
Swedish bread, 10 cents; milk, 5 cents per pint; 
cotfee, 5 cents per bow!; pies, 10 cents each; bo- 
logna sausage, 25 cents per pound; lager deer, 
10 cents per bottie, anc corned beef, 30 cents 
per poun He had never heard any complaints 
of those charges, and had vo idea how they com- 
pared with outside prices. 

“Who has charge of the money-changer’s bu- 
reau,” asked Mr. Okey? 

‘“*Messrs. Scully and Davitt. They made a 
three years’ coutract. For the first year they 

aid the Commissioners $2,250, the second year 

2,000, and this year $1,800. The contract re- 
quires that the rates given shail be Wali-street 
rates, and they must be posted conspicuously up 
in the Garden. The contract was given to the 
highest bidder.” 

** What do boarding house keepers pay for be- 
ing allowed to enter the Garden ?”’ 

* They pay $25 per anuum. There are about 
60 of them.”’ Superintendent Jackson said that 
Immigrants had n0 weuns of Knowing What the 
cost of having their baggage expressed to them 
was until they received checks for their trunks. 
He testified that the railroad department was 
under the managment of a joint railroad agency. 

‘Is there a contract with the railroads?” was 
asked. 

“There was an acceptance of their proposition 
in 1882 which has been carried out and extended 
since thattime.” In this proposition the rail- 
roads said they were willing to pay a reasonable 
rent for Vastle Garden's privileges, but that all 
lines or persons not subscribing to the lawful 
rules of the joint agency must be excluded from 
aliprivilegesintransportation. The proposition 
of the joint agency was accepted and it paid to 
Castle Garden $4,000 perannum, A number of 
other roads had entered into the arrangement 
since, These were the New-York Central and 
Hudson River, the Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western, New-York, Lake Erie 
and Western, West Shore, New-York, Ontario 
and Western, and Baltimore and Ohio. Mr. 
‘Doane was at present railroad manager at Castie 
Garden. 

“What was formerly the emigrant rate to 
Chicago?” 

«Tt was$l. Then it was increased to $5, to $7, 
and now, since last June, itis $13. Each of the 
roads shares in that amount.” 

“ What supervision do the Emigration Com- 
missioners exercise over the railroads?” 

“A general supervision. They have no voice 
in the matter.”” Mr. Jackson said that before the 
present arrangewents with the joint raliroad 
agency auy railroad representative had beeu 
permitted to enter the Garden and solicit passen- 


ers. 

“What volce have immigrants in selecting 
routes?” 

“ They can select any of those in the agency.” 

Mr, Jackson said that the railroad business 
had virtually passed out of the hands of the 
Emigration Board. It wasnow entirely in the 
hands of the general railroad agency. 

©. F. Doane, joint agent, representing the 
New-York trunk line railways in Castle Garden, 
was the next witness. 

“Du you endeavor to divide passengers,” he 
was asked, “so that some go by one road to-day 
and others by another road to-morrow ?”’ 4 

Mr. Doane was very indignant at this question, 
and declared that Mr. Okey had no right to ask 
it, a3 it was not pertinent to the inquiry. 

“ Are not families frequently separated ?” 

“It sometimes happens that they are by the 
intervention of parties who are at the bottom of 
this investigation.” When asked about tmmi- 
grant rates, Mr. Doane prefaced bis information 
by saying that he wanted 1f distinctly under- 
stood that he did not recognize Mr. Okey’s right 
to ask such questions, 

“Is any other person allowed to sell a ticket 
to Chicago except yourself?” 

“No. Youare converting this into a railroad 
examination. [ will answer no more questions.”’ 

“Do I understand that yon decline to give me 
the rates to various points ?” 

*““You have them all in the pamphletin your 
hands.” 

“What is the fare to Council Bluffs ?” 

“Investigate the trunk line railways at your 

leasure, I will answer n0 more questions. You 
ave all the facts in print.” 

**Give me the name of any point in the West 
where immigrant rates are lower than passenger 
rater, 

“ Respectfully decline.” 

“TIsn’tita fact that in every single instance 
I have mentioned the rates are higher on immi- 
grant than on passenger baggage ?”’ 

“No, Sir. The baggage presented at Castle 
Garden would be refused at the railway stations 
by American citizens. We have to take great 
risks with it.” 

* Wouldn’t it be cheaper to send this baggage 
by freigut?”’ 

“The rates are lower by freight,” Mr. Doane 
admitted. “But we furnish men to handle the 
freight and store it, anditis misrepresenting 
things to make such a comparison. [f you put 
it that way I will say that the examination is 
distinctly unfair.” 

“Immigrants are never informed that they 
can send their goods by freight uniess they have 
aad enough to pay your rates. Isu't that 
80 


‘* Yes.” Mr. Doane protested that the railroads 
did many thousand dollars’ worth of gratuitous 
service, and there was no reason why they 
should do it. 

* What are the gross receipts of the business 
in Custle Garden during the last six months?” 

“T don’t recognize your right to investigate 
that question.” 

“ — is the share each railroad gets of the 
sum ?” 

“That isn’t your business. If you want it to 
go on record that I decline to answer questions 
not within my scope, let it be so.” 

Lehmau H. Mandelbaum, proprietor of the 
Castie Garden breadstands, brought some sand- 
wiches with him for Mr. Okey to investigate. 
He declared that Commissioner Starr invariably

A FAIR SHOW FOR ALL. 


COL. M’CAULL OUSTS THE SPECULATORS 
FROM WALLACK’S. 


Col. McCanll has had another short, 
sharp, and decisive conflict with the ticket 
speculators, and, as usual, when he warms up to 
alight, he hascome off victorious. Last Sum- 
mer he made a movement against the specu- 
lators and drove them from Wallack’s, and until 
the production of “Bellman” they left the 
theatre to itself*this Summer. Since the open- 
ing night of Suppé’s new opera, however, the 


crowds to see it have been so great that people 
have been turned fromthe doors at each per- 
formance, and this fact has created a demand 
for choice seats which the speculators were 
quick to see. They appeared in force in front 
of the theatre on Tuesday and Wednesday 
nights and did a rushing business, some of 
them selling seats as high as $5, which meant a 
clear $3 50 profit on each bit of pasteboard. 

Col. MeCauli determined to put an end to this 
imposition on his patrons, and on Thitrsday night 
he was ready for the tight, Posters, containing 
a warning in large letters to the public not to 
buy tickets of a emery and announcing tbat 
they would not be taken at the door, were con- 
spicuously displayed all around the theatre, A 
petition had been secured from ihe man- 
agers of the Grand Hotel, and from Law- 
rence & Co,, the druggists, on the corner of 
Thirtieth-street, asking Superintendent Mur- 
ray to have the speculators kept from 
in front of their oors, on the gronnd 
that they were.a nuisance, and the Superiutend- 
eut sent a force of police to carry out the wishes 
of the petitioners. The result was that the 
speculators were excluded from the block in 
which the theatre stands and were forced to 

ly their trade far away from the doors of Wal- 
ack’s, Tu addition to this a “spotter” engaged 
by Col. McCaull stood at the elbow of each specu- 
lator and warned every intending purchaser 
— the tickets offered would be refused at the 

oor, 

The effect of these precautions was decisive, 
The speculators found themselves with alot of 
worthless stock on their hands, and they soon 
offered tu capitulate, Col. MeCaull expressed 
himself as devoid of all compassion fur them 
personaliy, but as they held some of the best 
seats in the house which people were anxious to 
buy ho offered to take them at the regular price 
at the box office. One by one the speculators 
stole up to the office and returned the seats, re- 
ceiving the price paid for them, and they were 
immediately sold to the waiting people in line, 
The victory was complete, and the Colonel feeis

AOTIVI1Y Al 1HB NAVY YARD, 


GETTING READY TO BUILD A 6,000-ToN 
SHIP. 

The Brooklyn Navy Yard is showing signs 
of coming activity in the building of the armed 
battle ship of 6,000 tons, which will probably be 
begun in about six months. The facilities of the 
yard must be enlarged to include tha building of 
steel and iron as well as wooden ships, and Con- 
gress has appropriated $75,000 for that purpose. 
The plans for the work are not yet perfected, 
the only order which has come from Secretary 
Whitney being to prepare specifications fur bids 


for the tools and machinery necessary to build the 
big ship. The advertisements will be issued in 
about a month, andit will take the siccessful 
competitor about six months to furnish the tools 
and machinery, so that the work on the vessel 
cau hardly begin before March. 

In the meantime it will be necessary to repair 
the old shiphouse, where the Tennessee and 
Colossus were built, and to putin a large iron- 
working plant, tor which ‘the estimate is 
$27,000. The new ship isto be 300 feet long 
and 56 feet wide, and, the building will require 
200 extra wen or more, depending on how rap- 
idly the work is pushed. The vessel is to be 
built from plans prepared in the Navy Depart- 
ment, embodying the best features of the war 
ships of the world down to this time, as well as 
the best points of the plans submitted by naval 
architects. 

The repairs on the Miantonomoh will be re- 
sumed the tirst of next month, from 50 to 100 
men being employed, Bids for the material will 
be opened in Washington Sept. 10, and the work 
will last about 10 mouths. The big monitor has 
been lying in the th siy for three years. New 
turrets were ordered by Secretary Chandler, and 
the work was begun but suspended for lack of 
an appropriation. The last Congress remedied 
that, and the work will go on. Congress also 


appropriated $4,000,000 for the armor of tho | 


three other war ships, Terror, Amphitrite, and 
Puritan. The armor is now being rolled at a 
Pennsylvania mill, and it is hoped that that for 
the Puritan may be pat on at this yard. 
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THE SWINDLER STILL AT M7. 

The Western swindles perpetrated by the 
pretended agent of Lord & Taylor are growing 
more complicated. Hill, or Thayer, manages to 
swindle not only poor milliners and fancy goods 
dealers, but the latest developments show that 
he juggies successfully with the agents of the 


express companies. That last is the mystery 
which the firm in this city are trying to solve. 
They have received three letters,one from a 
woman who has been swindied, and two from 
women who refused to trust the swindler. The 
first is from W. T. Fortune, of Bloomington, I[1L., 
to whom G. W. Thayer—evidently Hill under 
another name—told the same old story 
about selling goods on commission 
and wanting $750 for insurance. But 
he haa changed his tactics slightly. He didn’t 
say anything about money for insurance until 
his second call upon Miss Fortune, when be said 
he had sent her order, together with $7 50 for 
insurance, which he relied upon her to pay him. 
She refused, but went to the express office and 
found that he had sent the money in her name. 
She writes to know if it has been recvived. 
Neither remittance nor order has been heard 
from here. 

Gertrude Frankmoelle, of Indianapolis. gave 
Hill an order ov Lord & Taylor for goods, and 
also gave him some money. The firm never re- 
ceived either. The last letter 1s from Mrs. P. W. 
Biack, of Bushnell, [ll., who gave Thayer a con- 
tract, but paid no money. 
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WRECKED BY HURRICANES. 

The schooner Mary E. Douglas, Capt. 
Perkins, was towed into her dock at Pier 6 yes- 
terday by the steamer Pomona. The schooner 
was acomplete wreck. Capt. Perkins gives the 
following account of the disaster: 

On Aug. 6 the schooner left the Lower Bay, 
bound for Jeremie, Hayti. On the evening ofthe 


16th, when in latitude 26° 26’, longitude 71°18’, 
a hurricane struck the schooner and she was 
thrown on her beam ends, while the sea made a 
clean break over her and rushed in through the 
eabin windows, the vessel being nearly swamped. 
The mainwast was cut away, and in clearing the 
wreckage 8. P. Sundberg, a seaman, Was washed 
overboard and lost, 

At8 P. M. avery heavy sea struck the ship 
forward and carried away the jibboom mast 
about 25 feet from the deck. The windlass and 
forward house were lost, together with every 
movable object ou the deck. Atl A. M. Aug. 17 
the wind moderated somewhat, and the men 
were able to get at the pumps. On the 20th an- 
other hurricane sprang up from the north, with 
a very heavy sea, and lasted about two hours, 
during which the crew were unable to get at the 
pumps. By noon, Aug. 21, the schooner was 
almost a complete wreck. On Monday the 
Pomona appeared and took the schooner in tow. 

The Mary E. Douglas was a schooner of 146 
tons and was built by Sherlock, of Boothbay, 
Me., in 1873, for 8S. G. Hodgdon. 
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WILL DISFIGURE DOCKS NO LONGER. 

Speaking of the notification which he re- 
ceived from Corporation Counsel O’Brien that 
the Dock Commissioners have the power to re-

Every day since [ commenced work 
cleaning upand laying down carpets a dozen 
or more people have called here and requested 
to be aliowed to see the room in which Mr.

The parishioners brought 
their kindred and friends to the festival, and the 
friends in their turn brought friends, and so on 
adinfinitum. Friendless folk bought tickets at 
the gate, and “babies were admitted without 
money and witheut price. There was musie, 
and every lady received a tastefully dec: 
orated. dance . card. There was also 
beer ready for the gentlemen. Dr. Me- 
Glynn arrived at about 4:20" o’clock 
in the afternoon; he wore a conspicuously new 


black silk hat, and had no sooner set his foot 
within the gatas than he became the centre of a 
hustling and pushing throng of parishioners, 
from whose compact environment bis new hat 
alone remained visible. The doctor made hig 
way slowly through the handshaking hosts up 
into the dancing pavilion. Then there was more 
hysterical handkerchief waving froim the ladies 
present until the hero of the day was safely 
inointed on the music stand and President John 
R. Feeny rose and asked for quiet. 

President Feeny made 2 short address of wel: 
come to bis felluw-parishioners and then intro- 
duced Dr, McGlynn. who spoxe for over anu hour 
toan audience which was obliged to tisten to 
him without the consolation of aseat. Dr. Me- 
Glynn said few things which have not already 
been heard from his lips on former occasions. 
He expressed profound gratitude to his friends 
for this exhibition of their loyalty and denied 
the right of Rome to interfere with his or their 
political views. He declared the real reason of 
his expulsion from St. Stephen to be that there 
Was too much practical religion there during 
his pastorate. 

“Thave not said this before,” ne excialmed, 
“but I say now thatit was matter for reproach 
With certain ecclesiastics here that St. Steplen’s 
Church was open from 5 o’cluck in the morning 
until 9 o'clock at night. Their objection to this 
practical Christianity was that the church had 
become a resting place for tramps. If the Lord 
Jesus Christ were now to appear on the steps of 
the altar of St, Peter’s at Rome the pontiff and 
bis clergy would drive hiin away.” 

Dr. McGlynn spoke in scathing terms of the 
trumpery “Italian title of Monsignor” which 
had been bestowed as a sort of bribe upon cer 
tain ecclesiastics, notably upon a miserable lit- 
tle converted Protestant mivister of the name of 
Preston. After exhorting his hearers to cherish 
the sacred traditions and offices of the mother 
church as dearly as their lives Dr. McGlynn left 
to address a meeting in Brooklyn. The evening 
was xiven over to terpsichore, and the floor of 
the dancing pavilion groaned under the festiv’ 
tripping. 


FRIENDS UNDER IREES. 


THE ANNUAL QUAKER PICNIC DRAWS 
A GREAT CROWD. 

Newsure, N. Y., Aug. 26.—The annual 
gathering of the members of the Society of 
Friends, familiarly known as the “Quaker pice 
nie,” was held in Coutant’s Grove,in the south- 
ern portion of Ulster County, not far from the 
Orange County line, to-day. Quakers and peo- 
ple of no particular relizious belief from many 
States were in attendance to the number of 
8,000 or more. The nearest railroad is 9 or 1€ 
miles distant from the grove, so the attendants 


had either to walkor ride. The highways and 
byways for hours presented a cosmopolitan ap- 
pearance. 

The grove is not an inviting one, and the exer- 
cises were simple in the extreme. Several 
Friends spoke on questions of moral reform, 
and temperance as a virtue was dwelt upon at 
length. Sunday school children sang hymns. 
Confidence men and.-street fakirs from New- 
York were not allowed inside the grove, al- 
though they did a lively business outside. 
Many of the Quakers were dressed in the old- 
time dress of their society. The contents of the 
many lunch baskets were produced at noon, 
and the sight of 8,000 persons all eat- 
ing under trees at one time, while three- 
ecard monte men  bawled on one sides 
of a fence and Sunday school children sang 
lustily on the other was ratherodd. Despite the 
fact that nearly everybody rode to the ‘*picnic,” 
not a single accident is reported, and not aman 
was seen under the influence of intoxicants. 
Most of thé attendants were well-to-do farmers 
from the Hudson River and inland tier of coun- 
ties, andit has been-ared-letter day for them 
and their families. The weather was delightful, 
and the bighways were free from dust, owing te 
reeceut copious rains.
